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PEACE IS DRAWING NIGH 
IN GREAT STEEL STRIKE 


Labor Leaders Meet Today To 
Consider Proposition of the 
Steel Trust 


COMBINE AND STRIKERS 


TO MAKE CONCESSIONS 


Hope Prevails That at the Conference 
Today a Treaty of Peace Will 


Be Signed and the Strike 
Be Decl<cred Off at 
Once. 


Pittsburg, July 29.—Everybody is on the 
qui vive tonight in strike circles and the 
coming conference of the leaders of the 
two contending forces is looked forward 
to with mingled hope ami fear. Hope, 
however, predominates and peace !s con- 
fidently expected by the majority wf those 
interested. 

“The executive committee of the 


Amalgamated Association will meet 
fin the headquarters cf the organiza- 
tion at 10 o’clock tomorrow morning 
or as soon thereafter as possible and 
take up the proposition of the United 
States Steel Corporation for the set- 
tlement of the steel workers’ strike.” 


This statement was made today by Sec- 
retary Williams, of the Amalgamated -rs+ 
sociation. There was no change in the 
position of the two contestants today. 
Both sides held firmly to the plan of 
watching each other. The officta's «f the 
wood mill of the American Sheet Steel 
Company made no attempt to start the 
Plant and indications pointed to their re- 
maining inactive until the strike nmego- 
tiations are decided one way or the cther. 
The first report of the day that the Amer- 
ican Tin Plate Company was making an 
effort to start the Delmer plant with ron- 
union men and that one set of 1olls was 
being operated, was afterwards explained 
as being a rumor that started frem the 
fact that the company had some r-.en at 
work repairing the plant, with the ex- 
pectation that the strike will be settled 
shortly. 

Shaffer Befuses To Talk. 

President Shaffer refused to talk on the 
strike situation until after the meeting 
tomorrow or until the decision had been 
reached by the oxecutive enemas con- 


* @tate® Steel Corporation. It was inti- 
Mated, however, that there was a very 
@trong Vikelihood that the committee 
would moot adjourn tomorrow until they 
had met with the manufacturers «nd for- 
mally discussed the settlement of the 
strike. If this should be the _ case, 
actual peace is possible in a short 
time. Colonel G. Watson Frencn

One of the most apparent fects in the 
Status of the strike today was the deter- 
mination of the strikers to lose no vrovnd 
in their struggle while peace negotiations 
are being conducted, Most »f the offic:als 
of the Amalgamated ass2dclation ex}; ressed 
confidence that the strike is near un end. 


Good News for Strikers. 


News recelved from all points where 
the strike is in progress today was of a 
reassuring nature. The strikers claim to 
have more than held their ground since 
the strike began and c:aim to have in- 
creased their membership in McKeesport 
alone to over 1,00 men. <Accessions to 
the ranks of the Amalgamated association 
have also been made in Wellsville, Pitts- 
Durg, Adlegheny, Mingo Junction = and 
Riverside, W. Va., where one of the Na- 
tional Tube Company mills is operated. 
With the American Stee} Hoop Com- 
pany the change has been one of the 
most sweeping. Before the strike practi- 
cally all but two of the mills were non- 
union. At this time all but one of the 
milis of this company are union’and idle 
from the strike. The situation of the 
American Tin Plate Company is wel] un- 
derstood. All of the mills of that com- 
pany are working under union rules ex- 

' cepting the Monessen mil.

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Pittsburg, July 29.—It is true that 32

Independent 
mills have done much business in hook- 
ing orders during the last few weeks, 
and they are reported to have been able 
to make their own terms. In many cases 
from $4 to $8 per ton above the prevailing 
market rates were offered by those anx- 
ious to have iron and steel without fur- 
ther delay. 

Under these conditions owners of the 
independent mills have bestirred them- 
selves and are now running 24 hours a 
day with as many men as can be crowded 
about the furnaces and rolls. It was 
said vesterday that the Jones and Laugh- 
lins’ interests had secured enough orders 
above the combine rates to keep them 
running far into the fall. 


TORTURED FOR HIS MONEY

FOES OF DEBS TRIUMPHANT. 


His Faction Defeated in Social Demo- 
cratic Convention. 

Indianapolis, Ind., July 29.—The first 
business coming before the unity conven- 
tion of the socialist democratic party 
today resulted in a wrangle that threat- 
ened for a time at least to put an end 
to the further deliberations of the 150 
delegates present. 

The Springfield wing, the Chicago di- 
Vision and the independent factions were 
aligned against each other. 

As the afternoon session advanced it 
was brought to light that Eugene V. 
Debs, who had headed the socialistic 
ticket in the last campaign as the party’s 
presidential candidate, had been shelved. 
At the same time the fact became more 
and more apparent that the Chicagwo fac- 
tion had lost its leadership and that the 
Springfield wing dominated the as- 
semblage practically to the exclusion of 
the Chicago and independent delegates. 
Mr. Debs himself wired his congratula- 
tions to the convention, deplored his in- 
ability to attend, but gave no excuse. 

The session was occupied with a 
wrangle that for a time at least threat- 
ened to disrupt the ranks. The dissension 
arose over the report of the committee 
on rules in favor of the convention's 
voting on all questions by employing the 
roll call method. 

Mr. Clemens, cousin of the humorist. 
bolted the convention during the excite- 
ment, followed by a dozen others. He 
was the representative of the Chicago or 
Debs faction and a conference was held 
by him and his followers outside. They 
were induced to return and Mr. Clemens 
took the floor. He said: 

“I know that the Chicago faction ts 
down, never to regain its prestige; I 
know that this convention is to be domi- 
nated by the influence of the Springfield 
wing; I know that the end of the gallant 
leadership of Eugene V. Debs has come.”

MUST GIVE LIFE OR MONEY 


Wealthy Mr. Hearn and His Daigh- 
ter Are Threatened. 


GIRL WILL BE ABDUCTED 


And the Father Killed Unless the 
Sum of $2,000 Is Sent to the 
Blackmailers. 


Mattoon, Ill., July 29.—Two thousand 
dollars is the price demanded by un- 
known persons from -Richard Hearn, a 
wealthy retired farmer of this city, for 
tha-wafety.of.trimself and only daugh- 
ter, Maude, aged thirteen years. 

A week ago Hearn received a letter In 
which the writer demanded that the 
money be placed in a tin can at the 
southeast corner of the Episcopal church. 
Hearn treated it as a joke, but a second 
missive stated that failure to comply 
with it would result in the girl's abduc- 
tion and his own death. When both let- 
ters failed to bring the money, a third 
letter was sent, which so alarmed the 
father that today he revealed the affair 
to the police. 

The last letter said that this was 
Hearn’s final opportunitv. for he and the 
girl would be both captured and the 
former would witness the horrifying 
spectacle of his daughter with her eyes 
burned out and heart cut from her body. 
Then he also would be killed. 

Hearn is worth $75,000, but thinks best 
not to accede to the extortioners’ de- 
mands. His daughter is not allowed to 
leave his side and while the police are 
trying to caputre the would-be kidnaper, 
the residence will be closely guarded, 
Several persons are suspected by the po- 
lice, 


OHIO LYNCHERS WANT NEGRO. 


Hundreds of Miners Eager To Put 
Busby to Death. 


Zanesville, Ohio, July 29.—Melvin Shel- 
ton, one of the victims of Grant Tavlor's 
revolver, while Taylor was dying Sunday, 
died today. Tonight severni hundred 
miners are gathered at Kings Mills ex- 
citedly discussing the situation and many 
are talking of lynching Busby, the col- 
ored man wno caused the riot. The au- 
thorities at Cambridge are taking all pre- 
cautiagns, however, and are prepared for 
treble. 


DRY, THEY SMASHED JOINTS. 


Failing Tc Get Liquor, Threshers 
Played Mrs. Nation. 

Wichita, Kans., July 29.—Eight thresh- 
ing machine crews came into the town 
of Colwich, in this county, yesterday, 
and because they could not get liquor on 
account of the Sunday law, they smashed 
five joints and in addition wrecked a 
number of town pumps. The citizens or- 
ganized a party to cause their arrest, but 
the threshers made them retreat. The 
rioting was resumed today, when the citi- 
zens again tried to arrest the threshers, 
but again they had to give up. The sher- 
iff has been asked to come at once to 
the scene. 


NEWARK STRUCK BY TORNADO. 


One Man Injured and Much Damage 
to Property. 

New York, Ju‘y 29.—A tornado swept 
Over Newark, N. J., and vicinity at 4 
o’clock today. One man was seriously in- 
jured by lightning. Outside the town in 
the path of the storm trees were torn 
up by roots and roofs were torn from 
houses. The roads are impassable from 
fallen trees and washouts, and telephone 
wires are down. The storm came out of 
the northwest suddenly. As ‘he tunnel- 
shaped gray cloud approached a lieavy 
black cloud rolled up behind it and-burst.

BASIL GORDON IS NO MORE. 


For Years He Was Prominent in 
Virginia Politics. 


Plattsburg, N. Y., July 29.—Basil Gor- 
don, of Baltimore, Md., a prominent 
business man and democratic politician, 
died this afternoon at Paul Smith’s in the 
Adirondacks. He was formérly a mem- 
ber of the Virginia house of delegates 
and senate, a delegate to the democratic 
national convention in 1892 and a member 
Of the committee on notification. He was 
also chairman of the Virginia state com; 
mittee during 1892 campaign. 

Mr. Gordon was born in 1860 and finish- 
ed his education at Johns Hopkins uni- 
versity and was a member of the execu- 
tive committee of the Maryland Trust 


DRAGGED HIM FROM SHIP 
THOUGH -FLAG OF KAISER 
WAS WRAPPED ABOUT HIM 


Abel Murrillo Taken from the 
Allegheny at Carlapena by 
Colombian Agents 


FROM THE MAN'S BODY 
THEY SNATCHED FLAG 


Colombians Naferred to It Contempt- 
uously as a “Dirty Rag’”’—It Is 
Ciaimed That Murillo Is 
Agent of Gen. Uribe- 

Uribe. 


New York, July 2.—The Hamburg- 
American line steamer Allegheny, which 
arrived here today, reported that she was 
held in the harbor of Cartagena, Colom- 
bia, for twelve hours. Passengers on the 
Allegheny report that Abel Murri:lo was 
arrested on the ship at Cartagena and 


taken ashore by the Colombian authori- 
ties. Murrillo protested against his ar- 
rest, claiming that he was entitled to the 
protection of the German flag. 

When the vessel arrived at Cartagena 
she was ordered detained by the author- 
itles there. The capt@in protested that 


he was sailing under thé German flag and 
that no official of Colétabla had a right 
to stop his vessel for @my purpose what- 
ever. This protest was unheeded, how- 
ever, and search wes tade for Murrillo, 
who was found on deck; He declared he 
would not be: rrested, @n4 running to one 
of the ship's masts, hie seized the Ger- 
man flag, which was, tying there, and 
wrapped it about himg. Then he stood 
forward and cried cut® 
“I am under the protéction of the Ger- 
man flag and you havé@no right to arrest 
me,”’ x." 
Dragged Him from Vessel. 
According to the raséfigers on the Alle- 
gheny the Colombian Officers, notwith- 
standing the protest, «seized the man 
and dragged him from the vessel. 
According to a signed statement made 
by three of the Allegheny’s passengers. 
Murritlo left the United States about 
four months ago on a Passport signed by 
the Colombian minist in Washington. 
On his arrival at Sa¥anila he was ar- 
rested and taken to Bogota, where he 
was released on the understanding that 
he would sail on the figst vessel for the 
United States. This Werritjo did, board- 
ing the Alleghény -et.Savanilla. He ex- 
pressed fears that. he would be arrested 
at Cartagena, and -when the vessel’ ar- 
rived at that port hw refused to go ashore 
when word was brought that the governor 
wanted to see him: His arrest followed. 
The statement made by the passengers 
then says that Captain Lowe, of the Aile- 
gheny, protested against the arrest, say- 
ing it was against international law 
and at the same time the captain told the 
mate to put the German flag on thé gang- 
way so that the Colombia officers would 
have to tread upon it if they took Mur- 
The arrest did not take place at 
this time. and the police withdrew on 
the captain’s protest. Later, however, 
the ship’s clearance papers were refused 
and the statement was made that they 
would not be furnished until Murrillo 


was ‘surrendered. 
Called Flag a “Dirty Rag.” 

A signed statement concerning the in- 
cident then says: 

“The captain then went on land, and 
after awhile returned with more police- 
men and we thought then that he was 
going to give up the passenger in ex- 
change for his papers 

“The police went up to Murrillo and 
tearing from him that ‘dirty rag,’ as they 
called the flag of Kaiser Wilhelm, took 
the vrisoner from the ship.” 

This statement Is signed by Edward J. 
White, a British subject; Aime Van Den 
Bogderde, a Belgian, snd Charlies E. Pope, 
a citizen of the United States. 

Arturo de Brigard, Celombian consul in 
this city, said today he understood Uribe- 
Uribe had again bece me active, and when 
it was learned that Murrillo, who was 
Uribe-Urihe’s secretary, was sailing on the 
Allegheny, General Vilez. of the depart- 
ment of Bolivar, sent a file of soldiers on 
board to request Murrillo to visit him, 
He refused, and the ship was detained. 
The consul said he did not think the 
man would be impriscned, but simply pre- 
vented from meetirg Uribe-Urire, 

Germany Is Informed. 


Emil: Boas, agent for the Hamburg- 
American line, said today that he’ had 
received the report of Captain Lowe 
and had cabled it to the home office. 
What it was he would not say.. 

“T have placed the whole matter before 
the home office,” he said, and they will 
decide whether or not to take any ac- 
tion.”’ 

Martinez Perez, a prominent Colombian 
here, says Murillo would no doubt be 
confined in the old Spanish prison in 
Carthagena. This prison is below the 
surface of the sea and prisoners con- 
fined there, he says, invariably contract 
malaria and their health breaks down. 
Letters received here from a Colombian 
conservative, local Colombians say, as- 
sert that this conservative tried to have 
fruits and delicacies taken to Murillo in 
prison, but the efforts failed. This occur- 
red in Bogota. It indicates, the Colont- 
bians here say, how bitter the feeling 
against Murillo must be when even a con- 
servative was refused Opportunity to 
show him kindness. 

Perez said that the reason Murillo took 
the peace manifesto to Colombia was 
that it was necessary that some one must 
go to show its authenticity. Accordingly 
Murille, who was General Uribe-Uribe’s 
private secretarv carried the docw 


ment.

Where Is Uribe-UribeP 


A. J. Restrep, agent of the Colombian 
insurgents in this city, says in connec- 
tion with Murillo’s arrest that the re- 
ports of General Uribe-Uribe’s where- 
abouts are contradictory. Colombian of- 
ficials tell where ue is according tn Res- 
trep, but they do not Know. He says, 
further, that General Uribe-Uribe’s 
whereabouts are certainly Known to the 
representatives of the insurgents here, 
but they cannot be told as vet. He pre- 
dicts that within a few days all will 
know where the general is and what he 
is doing.

POLICEMAN EINING 1 
DISMISSED FROM FORE 


Covington Will Be Reprimanded for 
Acting in Too Rough a Man- 
ner in Arresting Beau- 
champ—Heard Is Sus- 

pended. 


The board of police commissioners wrese 
tled with sensational] trials until 1 o'clock 
this morning, holding a five-hour session. 

Sergeant Detective Harvey Bedford was 


suspended thirty days for insubordination. 

Bicycle Officer Covington will be given 
a reprimand for acting too roughly In ar- 
resting a prisoner. 

Patrolman Theodore Etning was dis- 
missed from the force for failing to help 
a brother officer who was attacked by a 
drunken prisoner. 

Patrolman N. R. Heard was suspended 
for thirty days for leaving his beat. 

The charges against Patrolman Han- 
nah were dismissed in public meeting. 

An effort was made to elect six super- 
numeraries, but as the mayor was absent 
the election was postponed, 

The cases against Covington and Bed- 
ford were the most important and Inter- 
esting. 

When Covington was ‘placed on trial, 
he wags confronted by striking railroad 
machinists. He had arrested A, L. Beau- 
champ, one of the strikers. 

Beauchamp and his friend, C. G. Lewis, 
stated that they were talking together 
near the railroad shops when Lewis mate 
a joking remark to one of the new hands. 
Covington rode up and said if he had 
‘been the new hand he would have taken a 
stick and broken Lewis’ neck. Beau- 
champ spoke up and said that Lewis had 
done nothing to have his neck proken 
about. Covington ordered Beauchamp 
and Lewis to move on. TYewis obeyed,’ 
but Beauchamp stopped and told the of- 
ficer that he was a citizen and a taxpayer. 
Thereupon Covington rudely sé¢izéd Beau-, 
champ and handcuffed him, afterwards 
forcing him to ride to the police barracks 
in a patro) wagon. 

Strikers Were Annoying Men. 

Covington introduced Master Mechanic 
Tracy to prove that the strikers had 
been annoying the new men. 

Officer Chandler stated that Beauchamp 
had an open knife in his hand at the time 
Covington handcuffed him and that 
Beauchamp acted in a very defiant man- 


ner. 
Three or four of the new hands testified 


that they had been annoyed and guyed by 


the strikers. 

Covington made a statement in which 
he denied that he had treated Beauchamp 
roughly. He said he tried to get the men 
to move on and when Beauchamp re- 
belled he had to arrest him and that he 
used the handcuffs to -hold the prisoner 
and not to humillate him. 

The board in secret session found Cov- 
ington guilty of being indiscreet and in- 
structed the chairman to reprimand him. 

Charges were preferred against Ser- 
geant Bedford by Chief Ball. He was 
said to have failed to make out proper 
reports to the chief of police and had sent 
out communications without notifying 
the chief as the rules required. He was 
also charged with not mating out reports 
about the disposition of $20 that had been 
given him to catch blind tigers. 

Charges Against Bedford. 

The full statement of the charges 
against Sergeant Bedford as preferred by 
Chief Ball is as follows: 

Police Department, City of Atlanta, July 
29, 190!1.—City of Atlanta, Fulton County. 
State of Georgia.—To the Honorable Board of 
Police Commissioners of the City of Atlanta: 

J. W. Ball, chief of police of said city, act- 
ing in his official capacity for the good of 
said city, prefers the following charges against 
H. H. Bedford, sergeant detailed in charge of 
the detective force, to-wit: 

1. Said H. H. Bedford has been guilty of 
violations of the rules and regulations of the 
police department of the city of Atlanta. 

2. Said H. H. Bedford has been guilty of 
insubordination. 

Spectications under charge No, I: 

(a) That said Bedford has, in violation of 
rules 34 and 35, failed to make a complete 
daily report in writing to the chief of police, 
in that he failed to mention the fact in his 
report of the 6th of July that Henry Painter, 
alias Jim Thomas and Joe Love, arrested on 
the night of said date, having stolen goods in 
their possession, were suspected of Deing 
wanted in Knoxville, Tenn., on charges, or as 
escapes from Petros Prison, Tenn, 

(b) Said Bedford has failed to comply with 
rule No. 36, in that he wrote letters to the 
chief of police at Knoxville, Tenn., and War- 
den Blevins, of Petros Prison, Tenn., and 
other places, signing his own name as “ser- 
geant of detectives.” Furthermore, said Bed- 
ford, in writing these letters, misrepresented 
facts, which is calculated to bring discredit 
to the department, 

(c) The said Bedford has, In violation of rule 
No. 37, failed to have letters written to the 
chief of police at Knoxville and the warden 
of Petros Prison, Tenn., regarding the above 
prisoners, copied in a book kept for that pur- 
pose in the office of the chief, notwithstanding 
the fact that the said office was open confinu- 
ously from 7:30 a. m. until 9 p. m., with the 
exception of about one hour at supper time, 
on the date the letters referred to were writ- 
ten. 

(d) The said Bedford has also violated rule 
No. 38, for the goyernment of the department, 
in that he failed to submit the said communi- 
cations, going out from his department, to 
the chief of pclice for his signature and ap- 
proval, although the chief was in the city at 
that time, could have been reached at short 
notice and, in fact, was present at his office 
almost continuously during sald date. 

(e) That the said Bedford has, in violation 
of rule No. 39, failed to submit any commu- 
nications whatever received by his depart- 
ment regarding this matter to the chief for 
his information, the first intimation or knowl- 
edge he having had that said men were wanted 
was when the chief of nolice at Knoxville, 
Tenn,., communicated with him by telephone 
Wednesday morning, July 10, at or about 
11:30, desiring to know if he had certath de-

Sergeant Bedford Speaks. 

Bedford pleaded not guilty, but stated 
that he may have technically violated the 
rules. 

“I wrote letters out of town,” said the

he gave me and am ready to make a 
report.” 

The main transaction upon which the 
charges were based was the arrest of 
ttwo prisoners, wanted in Knoxville, by 
city detectives. Bedford did not

Strikers Claim That Non-Union Men

Savannah, Ga., July  29.—(Special.j— 
There. was another strike of the Sea- 
‘board’s machinists here today. It was of 
diminutive size, but may grow larger in 
proportions. as the machinists here claim 
that the matter wil] be taken up by the 
international asseciation and may poss!- 
bly lead to another general strike. 

The three union machinists who were 
taken back at the Seaboard shops after 
the recent Seaboard agreement walked out 
this morning. Their specific complaint is 
that three non-union men who were 
taken away from Americus were brought 
here and put to work. Besides this, there 
were already two non-union men re- 
maining in the shops. The union men 
contend that the agreement reached at 
Portsmouth was that all non-union men 
who could be got rid of were-to be let out 
at once and the old men taken back and 
that others to whom the company might 
be bound by contracts or otherwise should 
be got out as fast ag possible. The 
bringing of the three non-union men 
from Americus here is construed by the 
men as a Violation of this agreement. 
They had expected that the two non- 
union men already here would be short- 
lv discharged and that a full force of 
old men would soon be at work. 

The situation was. communicated by 
wire to President O’Connell, of the In- 
ternational Association of Machinists, 
and the wires were also used to convey 
the information to the other shops of 
the Seaboard. It is claimed the men will 
stand by the strikers here. The Seaboard 
officials here have denied that any such 
agreement as claimed was entered into 
with the machinists and say that the un- 
derstanding was that the company would 
exercise its own discretion in discharging 
the non-union men.

Rome, Ga., July 29.—(Spectal.)—G. hh. 
Miller, head of the large nursery firm of 
Miller & Son, states that the peach crop 
of northwest Georgia will be fully twice 
as large this vear as it was last sea- 
son.

Montgomery, Ala., July 29.—(Special.)— 
The constitutional convention will begin 
voting tomorrow at noon on section 4 of 
the suffrage article, that being the sec- 
tion which prescribes the qualificaticns 
of voters under the temporary plan. The 
-minority report will first be submitte:t 
‘to the convention and any other amend- 
‘ments which may be offered at once foi- 
low. All amendments, however, will be 
witHout debate. There is no reason to 
hope that any great speed will be made 
‘with the balance of the article. 

The secticns providing for the tempo- 
rary registrars wil] be vigorously attack- 
¢d by amendments and some delegates, 
Who stoutly favor the majority report as 
to qualifications of voters, will seek to 
amend the article in other respects. The 
permanent qualifications also will take 
time. At the end of it all Mr. T.owe’s 
substitute for the whole article will be 
ceffered. 

The delegates generally will be satisfied 
if the suffrage article is cleared off this 
week. The speakers for the majority re- 
port today were Mr. Blackwell, of Mor- 
gan; Mr. Miller, of Wilcox; Mr. Sollie, of 
Dale; Mr. Rogers, of Lowndes, and Mr. 
Maxwell, of Tallapocsa. Mr. Ashcraft. 
of Lauderdale, spoke for the minority 
against the grandfather clause and Mr. 
Porter, republican, of Coosa, spoke 
against the whole scheme. He advocated 
a poll tax as the only qualification. 

Mr. WiHiams, of Merango, introduced an 
ordinance seeking to remove from the re- 
quirements for registration school teach- 
ers, ministers, traveling men and other 
citizens whcese business takes them away 
from home. The ordinance provides fur- 
ther that those electors could vote wher- 
ever they should be on election day. 


IN COMMITTEE OF THE WHOLE. 


Resolutions and Memorials Before 
Constitutional Convention. 

.~ Richmond, Va., July 29.—A number of 
resolutions and memorials were presented 
in the constituional convention today. 
Among the mcst important were a series 
of resolutions presented by Mr. Wysor 
against submitting the constitution to an 
abridged electorate. The memorials were 
in the nature .of amendments to the re- 
port of the committée on bill of rights. 

Mr. Hubbard dissented in a long report 
from the report offered by the majority 
‘of the committee on reduction of expenses 
and his report was_ referred.

Plant System Will Absorb Branch 
Roads Next Month. 

Charleston, 8. C., July 29.—(Special.)—

four Plant system railroads, which were 
not included in the recent consolidatié6n 
by the Savannah, Florida and Western 
railway, will be merged into the big sys- 
tem at a meeting in September. The 
stockholders have been called upon to 
ratify the deal. The four branch roads 
are the Ashley River railroad, the Green 
Pond, Waterboro and Branchville rail- 
road, the Abbeville Southern railway and 
the Southwestern Alabama railway. These 
are the small lines owned and controlled 
by the Plant system. The six railroad

Tillman’s Enemies in South Carolina 
Are Charging Him with 
the Work. 


Charleston, 8. C., July 29.—(Special )— 
Reports received here during the past few 
days by local managers of Senator Mc- 
Laurin’s white republican campaign in- 
digate that McLaurin’s position has been 
greatly strengthened by the action of the 
state democratic executive committee in 
trying to drive him out of the party. 
These réports came from. the various 
counties where the new movement has 
met with favor, and the managers here 
are highly elated at the news. They ure 
convinced that the voters have realized 
that Tilman was behind the whole 
scheme, and this animosity of the senior 
senator is working right into the hands 
of his rival colleague. In several of the 
counties the McLaurin organization is 
being quietly perfected, and experienced 
politicians have control of his campaign. 

Members of the executive committce 
who voted against the resolution which 
was meant to force Senator McLaurin out 
of the party are out in interviews in which 
they say that the scheme was carefully 
planned in advance and that it was due 
to the domineering work of Senator Till- 
man. The general be-ief is that this reso- 
lution wil' be the wedge which will split 
the party and by the time the eainpaign 

opens the leaders cxpect to see a demoral- 
ization of the democrats. While Ne as 
refused to discuss the resolution, Charles$- 
ton friends of ‘Senator McLaurin have 
been officially advised that he wil ignore 
the matter alfogether, and will let the 
people’ pass final judgment. The Mc- 
Laurin movement seems to be growing 
and the element which is opposed to free 
silver and the other element still bitterly 
opposed to the policies of Tillman are 
making the foundation for the McLaurin 
strength. 


LIQUOR CONTESTS PROMISED. 


In Mississippi Prohibitionists and 


Saloon Men Will Fight It Out. 

Jackson, Miss., July 29.—(Special.)—The 
prohibitionists and the saloon element 
in several counties in Mississippi are pre- 
paring for a clash this fall, and the pros- 
pects are good for several very spirited 
fights on the liquor question. In Monroe 
county a movement is on foot among the 
prohibitionists to force the saloons from 
the county, and a similar attempt is to 
be made, according to recent reports, in 
Madison, Harrison and Jackson coun- 
ties. The saloonists are girding them- 
selves for a battle in a few of the dry 
counties and considerable work is now 
being accomplished in a quiet way by 
both factions. According to law, these 
struggles can occur in Mississippi only 
once in two years and they are invariably 
productive of a large amount of bitter- 
ness and ill feeling.

WORKS WELL FOR M’LAURIN 


COTTON SEED'S HIGH PRICES 


Good Crap Does Not Force the Price 
Down, It Seems. 


THE MILLS WORK AT A LOSS 


Refined Products and Raw Material 
Do Not Keep Pace on the 
Market. 


Jackson, Missg., July 29.—(Special.)—In 
spite of the prospects for a good crop, 
managers of cotton oil mills in Mississippi 
are looking forward to hich prices for 
cotton seed during the coming season, 
and in some quarters the opinion is ex- 
pressed that seed will command even 
a higher price than that nrevailing last 
year when the maximum figure reached 
was $20 per ton in some parts of the 
state. 

For the past two years the price of 
cotton seed in this state has ben gov- 
erned to a considerable extent by com- 
munity competition. This, coupled with 
the scarcity of seed last year, forced the 
price to a point where there was no 
profit in converting the seed into the 
refined product and nearly every mill in 
Mississippi drerated at a decided loss. 

The market quotations for the refined 
products last year did not keep pace 
with the price for the raw product and 
this resulted in great depression and 
financial loss amone mill men. The out- 
look this) year, however, is 
brighter so far as the home consumption 
is concerned, as it is anticipated that 
cotton seed products will be in strong 
demand. It is difficuit to foretell as yet 
the status of the foreign market, and 
as the Mississippi mills export a good 
portion of their output this feature «j)1 
have a strore influence on the market. 


ALL INTEREST HAS DIED OUT. 


Good Roads Movement in Mississippi 
Has Been Lost. 


Jackson, Miss., July 29.—(Special.)—The 
good roads movement in Mississippi! 
seems to have died out, notwithstanding 
-the unexpected amount of interest mani- 
fested in the state good roads conven- 
tion held in Jackson a few weeks since. 
Hon. W. Q. Cole, auditor of Mississippi, 
who was elected secretary of the organi- 
zation, has never received formal notifi- 
cation of his selection for this honor, nor 
has the minutes of the convention been 
turned over to him to prepare for pub- 
lication. Hon. J. J. Coman, who was 
elected treasurer of the organization. has 
no funds and no authority to raise funds 
by means of assessment. Colonel John A. 
Redhead, president of the association, was 
authorized to name delegates to the meet- 
ing of the National Good Roads Assocta- 
tion to be heid at Buffalo, but as yet 
he has not done so, and the entire move- 
ment seems to have fallen into a state of 
“innocuous desuetude.”’ 

Very rarely is the subject of good roads 
mentioned in the country press, and the 
only thing resembling a revival of in- 
terest is the suggestion that a conven- 
tion of the boards of supervisors of Mis- 

sissippi be held at some time in the 
near future for the purpose of discussing 
the question of good roads and making 
recommendations to the legislature, but 
the suggestion is not being energetically 
pushed and will doubtless pass by un- 
heeded. 


LITIGATION MAY INCREASE. 


Niles’ Decision Pleares Building and 
Loan Associations. 


Jackson, Miss., July 29.—(Special.)—The 
representatives of the foreign building 
and loan associations heretofore transact- 
ing business in Mississippi are jubilant 
over the decision by Judge Niles, of the 
federal court, In which it was declared 
that the loan contract form of the New 
South Building and Loan Association is 
not usurious. Nearly all the foreign 
companies have a form of contract simi- 
lar in their general provisions, and the 
agents regard the decision of Judge Niles 
as a vindication of their business policy 
and carte blanche permission to continue 
business in the state as heretofore. Sev- 
eral of them have already declared tfhat 
if the fight is to be continued they will 
carry it to the United States supreme 
court. The Niles decision gives them 
new courage, in striking contrast to the 
situation several months ago, when the 
foreign concerns were greatly depressed 
over the decision of Chief Justice Whit- 
field, in the Mississiopi supreme court. 
wherein it was declared that their con- 
tracts were usurious. Justice Whitfield 
denounced the foreign companies in the 
most ecathing terms, “robbery, usury, 
fraud,” etc., being some of the adjectives 
applied. The companies were further de- 
pressed a few weeks later when State 
Revenue Agent Adams announced his in- 
tention of bringing suits against them 
for back taxes, and the prospects are 
that there will be an extensive amount 
of building and loan litigation for sey- 
eral years come. ,

But He Steered the Balloon Around 
' the Long Champs Race 
Course. 


Paris, July 29.—-M. Santos Dumont 
made another successful eXperiment this 
afternoon with a dirigfble balloon, sailing 
it from St. Cloud to the Long Champs 
race course, around which he steered the 
balloon and ascended and destended, oc- 
cupying twenty minutes of time. When 
asked to go around the Eiffel tower the 
aeronaut declined, saying his motor was 
not yet working as well as he wanted, 
The weather was cloudy, which may 
have influenced his decision. 

During the trip M. Santos Dumont cut 
one of his hands slightly with a guide 
rope. Otherwise there was no incident. 
The crowd warmly cheered M. Santon 
Dumont at the start and on his descent 
friends crowded around him and warm- 
ly congratulated him upon his success. 

The aeronaut started at 4:35 p. m. and 
descended at 4:55 p. m. The exhibition, 
| though successful, was disappointing in 

that he did not go around the Eiffel 
tower, though he had announced his in- 
tention of attempting that feat. 

An hour later a heavy rain squall 
swept over the Eiffel tower and the bois, 
which justified the prudence of M. San- 
tos Dumont in declining to make a fur- 
ther ascension today.

GERMAN TARIFF IS ATTACKED. 


Fund Being Raised To Fight the 


New Measure. 

Berlin, July 29.—The comments of the 
foreign press on the German tariff are 
extensively reproduced here, especially 
the Rugsian and aAustrian. American 
comments are fewer and more temperate 
than those of St. Petersburg and Vienna. 
There is a widespread impression in Ber- 
lin that the severe criticism appearing 
in the Austrian semi-official press is due 
to an effort on the part of the Vienna gov- 
ernment to impress Germany with the 
great political dangers to which the Ger- 
man element in Austria would be exposed 
through the resuscitation of race animos- 
ity in Austria if the bill should become 
law. 

The Berliner Neuste Nachrichten is 
deeply incensed because The Fremden- 
blatt, the organ of the Austro-Hungarian 
foreign office, appeals to the reichstag to 
reject the bill; and it regards the indig- 
nation of the American press as ‘ill- 
placed in view of the fact that the Ger- 
man increases don’t reach by any means 
the height of the American tariff.’’ 

Commercial treaty sympathizers have 
begun to raise a fund to promote agita- 
tion against the bill. ; 

The Rheinisch-Westphaelische . Zeitung 
reports that the great manufacturers. of 
west Germany generally approve the bill. 
The correspondent of the Associated 
Press was to:d by electrical goods, ma- 
chine tools and bicycle dealers that these 
go.ds would continue to be imported from 
the United States owing to their superior- 
ity. 

The correspondent of the Associated 
Press heard a report in manufacturing 
circles today that the publication of a 
sharp attack upon the new tariff bill in 
Russian papers by a telegraph agency 
here having the most intimate relations 
with the foreign office, indicated that the 
chancellor, Count von Buelow, caused the 
publication of the tariff bill in order to 
arouse anti-American agitation against 
the measure and thereby secure lower 
agricultural duties. The correspondent 
called the attention of a high government 
official to the violent tone of the Russian 
préss. He answered: 

“Yes, I have read the artitles publish- 
ed, and we are doing nothing to suppress 
them.”’ A

ther emphasized the fact that ‘foreign 


newspapers should not get excited, since 
nothing had yet been decided, the bill be- 
ing only the basis for discussion.”’ ;

The United States thus 
stands far above any other country in 
this trade. On the other hand, in the 
matter of goods imported from Germany, 


without change for the ten years, the 
value of the imports in 1900 being $104,483,- 
000.

THE OIL FIELDS OF TEXAS. 


Bulletin Concerning Them Issued by 
the Geological Survey. 


Washington, July 29.—The oil fields of 
Texas are reporte upon in a bulletin is- 
sued by the geological survey. According 
to the report, the Beaumont oil has a 
gravity of 22 degrees Baume, has an as- 
phalt base and contains a considerable 
quantity of sulphur. 

“Tests show,’’ says the report, “that 
the percentage of light oils which it con- 
tains is very low, and it is, therefore, re- 
garded as a fuel oil. The cluster of 
wells at Beaumont which have reached 
the oil deposits are four miles south of 
the center of the town and within a ra- 
dius of a half mil} from the first discov- 
ery. Upto June 15th those actually rec- 
ognized as producers number eleven. 

“The active drilling has been nearly 
all confined to the Spindle Top heights and 
thus far Mas developed a field of limited 
extent. Some ‘of the wells situated very 
near to the producing territory are now 
proved to be failures. This has caused 
& more conzervative spirit among the 
operators, and the oil business ig begin- 
ning to be conducted on a more careful 
basis. The fact that the reservoir un- 
der Spindle Top heights appears to have 
only a limited extent does not preclude 
the possibility of finding ofl in the same 
general horizon in other places. Instead 
of a continuous field, prospectors should 
expect to find a number of smgll flelds 
occurring at wide intervals.’’

ONLY NATIVES OF CUBA 
ELIGIBLE AS SENATORS 


Presiijent Must Be a Cuban or Nat- 
uralized, and in Latter Case 
Must Have Served Ten 
Years tn the Cuban 
Army. 


Havana, July 29.—There wag a 200d at- 
tendance at today’s seesion of the Cuban 
constitutional convention, when the ele>- 
toral bill, as drafted by the electoral com- 
mission, was submitted. The measure pro- 
vides for universal suffrage, but restric- 
tions as to ability to read and write are 
imposed in the case of officeh >iders. 
Governors of provinces and provincial 
legislators mvst be of Cuban birth or have 
becn naturalized for a period of eight 
years.. They must be at least 30 years of 
age. They must possess title by public de- 
cree or have filled office by popular vote. 
Restvictions as to Citizenship. 


The same restrictions regarding citizen- 
ship are laid urJn congressmen, who must 
2 years of age. Senators must be 
Cuban by birth and 35 years of age. 
The presicent mvst be a Cubin or nat- 
uralized. In the latter case, as provided 
by the constitution, he must have servel 
in the Cuban ermy for ten years. He must 
be at least forty years of ag>2. The same 
conditions apply to the vice president, 
Scnators ghall be elected by provincial 
legislatures and en equal number of citi- 
zens. One-ralf of the latter must bs 
Cuban by birth or have been naturalized 
for a period of eight years.

They must have resided 
in the province for two years and be 
among th largest real estate taxpayers.

They will have the privilege of making 
the first filings in the Lawton district, 
and will undoubtedly choose the = two 
quarter sections adjoining that town. 
These are considered the most valuable 
in the territory and are it was estimated, 
worth from $20,000 to $40,000 each. 

Day of Keen Excitement. 

The day has been one of keen excite- 
ment, replete with interesting scenes. It 
is estimated that fully 25,000 persons wit- 
nessed the drawing. The immense throng 
was wrought up to the highest pitch. The 
drawing of the first names was followed 
by a mightv shout that reverberated be- 
tween the hills and must have been heard 
for miles over the prairies.

Claimed That Two Others Were Se- 
lected To Do Bresci’s Deed, but 
They Failed. 


New York, July 29,—Bartholdi hall, in 
Paterson, N. J., was packed today by the 
friends of Bresci, the assassin of King 
Humbert, of Italy, this being the anni- 
versaryv of the deed. The street in front 
of the hall was also filled with people. 
It is not claimed that all who turned out 
are anarchists, the supposition being that 
many were present from curiosity. But 
the speakers lauded Bresci and his act. 
Brescli’s widow was not at the meeting, 
although she had been placarded as one 
of the attractions. 

Pedro Esteve, editor of La Questione 
Sociale, outdid his previous efforts in 
lauding Bresci. He was encouraged by 
frequent cheers. 

“IT wish every country had a Brescli,”’ 
said Esteve, and the sentiment was voci- 
ferously applauded. “Down with mon- 
archy! Down with empires!’’ he con- 
tinued, and the cheering was accentuated. 

The speaker, referring to Bresci’s com- 
panions, Quinto Carello and Lami, ywho 
sailed with him, said they sailed for the 
same purpose. Having said_that the last 
two are in prison, the speaker continued: 

“The question we ask the United States 
government is, were these citizens and 
where are they now?” 

It appeared from further remarks that 
two others had been selected to do the 
work which Bresci did, but they failed. 
One of them, Matteo, committed suictde. 
The «eher, Spidondo, was let off on con- 
dition that he kill a shop foreman who 
was objectionable to the Italians.

CAMPS CHOKED 
WITH CORPSES 


Horrors of England's Weyler's 
Pens Are Described, 


DEATH RATE 1S APPALLING 


Boers Are Dying at a Rate That 
Would Exterminate the Race in 
Nine Years—An Appeal 
Has Been Made for 
Aid. 


Chicago, July 29.—‘‘The horror of the 
situation in the Boer reconcentrado camps 
of south Africa !s appa‘ling. Men, wo- 
men and children are dying at a rate that 
would mean the extermination of the 
Boer race in nine years. The people are 
cooped up in unsanitary quarters, where 
they are unable to secure sufficient food 
or clothing, with disease making terrible 
ravages among them.”’ 

Thus was the situation in the Trans- 
vaal and Orange Free State depicted to- 
night at the Christian Reformed church 
by Rev. Herman D. Van Brockhuisen, 
late pastor of the leading Dutch Reform- 
ed church at Pretoria. He has come to 
the United States to raise money to al- 
leviate the sufferings of his countrymen 
wno are huddled together in refugee 
camps. 

It i sthe intention of Rev. Mr. Brockhul- 
sen to travel through the country, speak- 
ing in churches of various denominations 
and describing the real situation through- 
out south “Trica. The funds he is able 
to secure will be sent direct to Pretoria. 

Regarding the outcome of the struggle, 
Rev. Brockhuisen is still optimistic. He 
believes that the Boers wil] continue fight- 
ing until they eventually tire out Great 
3ritain. ‘“‘It is quite impossible to esti- 
mate the number of burghers now in the 
field,’’ he sald, ‘‘but the foree Is undoubt- 
edly much larger than when Pretoria was 
taken.”’ 

A few days before leaving Europe Mr. 
Brockhuisen visited President Kruger, 
and when he asked what message he 
would send to the American people, Mr. 
Kruger replied: 

“Tell them they are helping the English 
to slaughter our people by supplying 
them with horses, mules and the muni- 
tions of war.”’ 


RULING ON LEGACY TAX LAW. 


Assessment Must Be Made on Day of 
Testator’s Death. 
Washington, July 29.—Commissioner of 
Internal Revenue Yerkes has ruled that 
in cases of estates coming within the 
legacy tax law the assessment of the 
government tax must be made on the 
value of the estate on the day of testa- 
tor’s death. While this releases accumu- 
lations from taxation, it also imposes 
liability for full assessment notwithstand- 
ing loss or shrinkage may result after 
the death of the testator and prior to the 

distribution of the estate. 


SILENCE ENJOINED BY LONG. 


Naval Officers Must Not Discuss the

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Our Asiatic Trade. 


The importance of The Constitution’s 
mission to the east for the development 
of facts in regard to our Asiatic trade 
is made manifest by the interest s0 
generally felt in this question. 

The importations into India, for in- 
stance, amount to $250,000,000 annual- 
ly. Sixty-seven per cent is from the 
United Kingdom, while less than 2 per 
cent, $5,000,000, is from the United 
States. Consul] General Patterson calls 
for the establishment of a museum of 
American goods at Calcutta as one of 
the best methods by which this excess 
against the United States might be 
overcome. He points out that the Unit- 
ed States, doing but five million dol- 
lars’ worth of business with India, im- 
ports from that country $24,000,000 an- 
nually, and says: 

*Tf such a museum as I suggest were 
established here, embracing samples of 

-fron and steel manufactures (in which 
Wwe are successfully competing: with all 
other countries), machinery, mill wq@k, 
railway material, bridge work, agricul- 
tural implements, electrical supplies, wire 
fencing and other wire goods, hardware 
and cutlery, cotton piece goods and other 
cotton fabrics (of which there is such 
ati enormous sale here), boots and shoes, 
enameled ware (to take the place of 
costly brass goods now in usé), umbrel- 
las (for which there is a great demand, 
as nearly every native, though half nak- 
ed, will have a cheap umbrella), watches, 
clocks, toys of all kinds and the hundreds 
of articles which will naturally suggest 
themselves to our manufacturers, it would 
soon increase our sales enormously. 

. On the same line another American 
consul, Mr. Robert M. McWade, sta- 
tioned at Canton, China, declares that 
there “are no American merchants in 
Canton, and there is no record in this 
consulate of any having registered at 
the other treaty ports within this con- 
sular district.” There are many flour- 
ishing towns with populations ranging 
from 20,000 to over 600,000, in almost 
none of which has the American flag 
ever been seen. Mr. McWade is of the 
opinion that all the ports in southern 
China ought to be as open as the treaty 
ports, for through them an extensive 
trade can be done with others in the 
interior, and at each of these ports 
there is every reason why enterpris- 
ing American merchants should have 
representatives and branch houses. To 
show how we are handicapped, Mr. Mc- 
Wade says: 

“Why are there no such men here?” 
is a question that, in view of the energy 
atid grit of our business men, as well as 
of the remunerative returns that awalt 
properly conducted business enterprises 
in this section of China, often occurs to 
those who travel here for pleasure or 
otherwise. If it pays the British, French, 
Germans and Dutch to establish firms 
here, with large capital, why should it 
not pay Americans? Those nationalities 
practically control the trade of the treaty 
and other ports, and it is through them 
that our larre importing houses are sup- 
plied with silks, embroideries, blackwood 
furniture, thattings, teas, rattan, grass 
cloth, tiger and leopard skins, jade, etc., 
the value of which yearly foots up an 
enormous sum of money. 

Inquiries are frequent from American 
manufacturers and business men gener- 
ally as to the possibility of the sale of 
their respective products and wares, the 
prices likely to obtain here, and the 
names of responsible Chinese or other 
firms as prospective customers. These in. 
quiries are usually accompanied by illus- 
trated and descriptive brochures, some- 
times by leaflets, and often by trade 
journals, in which the goods are gener- 
ously and profusely advertised. Chinese 
merchants do not see those advertise- 
ments, pamphiets, etc., and if they did 
they could not read them or understand 
their purport. The only importers who 
‘can understand them are the British, 
the French, and Germans, who natural- 
ly. give a decided preference to the goods 
consigned to them from their own coun- 
tries, and will only accept American ar- 
tioles when their own can not meet them 
in price, demand, ingenious workman- 
ship, etc. Proper samples, however, tell 
their own story and help a consul! wonder- 
fully in pushing trade, or rather in cre- 
ating a demand which in time may be- 
come remunerative. I am about to set 
aside a part of the consulate for the pub- 
HG exhibition of all samples forwarded 
to me. At present, the space which I 
will be able to give for that object will, 
necessarily, be limited; but I hope in the 
near future to have ample exhibition room 
to accommodate all consignments, as well 
as visitors—Chinese and others.

There 
are few Georgians who do not know 
that if events should place Colonel Es- 
till in the executive chair the office 
would be administered with the same 
prudence, care and business ability that 
has marked the conduct of his private 
affairs. The colonel has never posed 
as a political factor, but that is no rea- 
son why his willingness now to have 
his friends present his name for gov- 
ernor should be regarded—especially in 
south Georgia—as a “joke.” If all of 
south Georgia should unite on Colonel 
Estill as the candidate from that sec- 
tion of the state, his candidacy would 
become, if regarded at all in the nature 
of a joke, as one of intensely practical 
import, for it would come very near 
landing him in the governor’s chair; 


‘if, indeed, it would not mean his cer- 


tain success. 

Colonel Estill may not_make a win- 
ning race; indeed, he cartmot do so if 
he is to receive such treatment as this 
from the locality where he should de- 
rive his most enthusiastic support; but 
whether he is successful or not, The 
Constitution protests that such unduly 
levitous references are unjust both to 
him and to his section of the state. 

Only a few years ago The Constitu- 
tion urged Colonel Estill to make the 
race for governor as a representative 
south Georgian, assuring him its 
hearty support. The only difference in 
the situation then and now is that he 
is a few years older—and hence that 
much the riper in wisdom and expe- 
rience. 
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Domestic Service for Women. 

The time has come when white wo- 
men who must work should take ad- 
vantage of the opportunities offéred in 
the field of domestic service. 

Whatever prejudices may have exist- 
ed against it in the past are no longer 
justified. Labor is respectable at all 
times, the majority of the human race 
must live by it, and that condition, 
whether social or otherwise, that forms 
& barrier thereto must be obliterated. 

The letter printed from Mrs. Dr. W. 
H. Felton recognizes the new order 
of things. The response thereto by 
Mrs. Sallie Chase Pattillo and other 
Atlanta ladies shows that the women 
of the land are ready for the cam- 
paign, and now is the time to push it 
for all that it is worth. 

The issue itself is very plain. Needy 
women who must work eagerly press 
into the cotton mills and factories for 
work at small pay and long hours. 
They are to be found in stores and in 
many other callings, where the strain 
on the nervous system is severe. The 
reasons which have led them to avoid 
domestic service in the past are well 
understood, but conditions have so 
changed as to render them no longer of 
force. The demand for domestic help 
is general, and the fact that negroes 
are engaged in it offers no excuse for 
deserving white women refusing good 
homes on that account. 

Right now there is the work to be 
done, the people needing it, and those 
who in emergency cannot wait for the 
slow process of schools. 

Let that work go on, but let the 
widening of woman’s scope of labor be- 
gin at once, 

Every white woman that offers to en- 
ter domestic service will become a 
pioneer in a great economical revolu- 
tion, and every employer opening the 
way for such work will be serving hu- 
manity. 

Whatever of difficulty may be in the 
way will speedily adjust itself. 


They Love the Negro—From Afar. 


There are so many points connected 
with the recent shotgun quarantine in- 
augurated by Chicago’ against colored 
men that some of them have been over- 
looked. 

There were three preachers, for in- 
stance, in Melrose Park. These three 
men Wave no doubt preached long and 
earnestly over the duty of the white 
man toward the black. They have held 
up in withering terms the weaknesses 
of- the people of the south, and have 
called upon their hearers of the more 
civilized regions to take steps for the 
protection of the wards of the nation. 
These reverend gentlemen have wept 
briny tears because of the suppression 
of the colored’ vote. They may possi- 
bly have contributed toward the ex- 
penses of some emissary whose duty it 
was to travel through the south to in- 
flame the negro against his condition. 
How sad, then, must have been the 
spectacle when these three men went 
forth to the terror-stricken travelers 
with hatred in their hearts and with 
threats upon their lips, notifying them 
that behind there were guns well Joad-

Local School Taxation. 

The principle of local school taxation 
has received strong support from State 
Senator Lemuel] Johnson, of Waycross. 
This is in line with previous declara- 
tions of State School Commissioner 
Glenn and of other friends of educa- 
tion. 

The drawback in public education in 
Georgia today is the absence of local 
incentive. The people have been led 
into expecting from the state a full 
support of their public schools. In a 
majority of counties the inhabitants 
are content with the small proportion 
of school funds received from the pub- 
lic treasury and do not seem to feel 
that there rests upon them any neces- 
sity of supplementing this money. The 
result is indifferent schools, half-paid 
teachers and a paralysis of from six to 
seven months between every school 
term. There can be no continuity of 
instruction. Whenever a child has 
reached a certain point of progress the 
school is closed for such a length of 
time that almost all the child has 
learned has been forgotten and it has 
to begin over again. A few counties 
have asked for special legislation by 
which they can supplement the amount 
received from the state. The natural 
result has followed. These particular 
counties are the centers of progress in 
Georgia. ‘Their inhabitants are wide 
awake and are drawing to themselves 
advantages which could just as readily 
be sectired by the people of other coun- 
ties would they but bestir themselves. 
In advocating the addition of local ef- 
fort to what is being done by the state 
Senator Johnson shows that he is alive 
to a public exigency and is leading in 
a good work.

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Too Raise Angora Goats. 


The National Angora Goat Company 
has purchased a tract of 460 acres of farm 
land near Cedarville,: Prince George coun- 
ty, Maryland, for $1,600. and proposes to 
engage in the raising of Angora goats 
upon an extensive scale. 

The purpose of the company, in which 
several Baltimoreans are interested, is 
to stock the farm with a large flock of 
the ats, 3,000 in number, it is under- 
stood, and to cultivate them for their 
fine, silky hair. The climate of Maryland 
is said to be favorable to the develop- 
ment of the Angora goat, and those who 
have engaged in the enterprise anticipate 
gratifying results. 

Official reports of the success attend- 
ing the culture of the Angora goat in 
countries other than that to whim it is 
native have encouraged the formation of 
the National Angora Goat Company after 
considerable investigation. 

Originally the Angoro goat hailed from 
Angora, in Asia Minor, but in the gixties 
of the last céntury attention was drawn 
to it as a producer of a superior hair 
that might be grown in other climes, and 
@ number were exported to the Cape of 
Good Hope, where they flourished. From 
that time to the present they have grad- 
ually spread and a number of important 
flocks are now to be found in the United 
States, where they seem to have produced 
excellent results. The Angora has two 
coats of hair, one long and one shorter. 
The long coat is highly prized for the 
superior quality of cloth manufactured 
from it, one variety being the well known 
mohalir. he under and shorter coat is of 
little value. Angoras are considered by 
many the best 6f all goats for eating pur- 
poses, and in Asia nor the natives are 
said to prefer it to mutton. I¢ 1s said to 
be a poor milker in comparison with other 
vaPieties of goat.

OUTPUT OF WHISKY FOR THE 
PRESENT YEAR MAY BE SHORT 


Washington, July 29.—(Special.)—The al- 
most total failure of the grain crop in scv- 
éral western states with injury also to 
wheat and other grain crops causes offi- 
clals of the interna] revenue department 
of the government to believe that the 
output of whisky for the present fiscal 
year, which began June BW, 1901, will be 
more limited than in recent years. The 
shortage of corn and the consequent in- 
crease in price together with the possti- 
bie increase of the price of wheat will 
make the cost of producing whisky to 
distillers more than in recent years. 
Whether the effect wil} be felt in the 
south as much as elsewhere cannot be 
predicted. Kansas has comparatively few 
distillertes of any kind, owing to her ; 1ro- 
hibition laws. For the fiscal year which 
ended with June 30, 1901, there were «nly 
two grein distilleries in operation in that 
state and one fruit distillery. Nebraska, 
another one of the states affected by the 
drought, had only one distillery of each 
kind in operation during the fiscal jear 
named. Missouri, on the other hand, had 
48 grain distilleries and 36 fruit distil- 
leries in operation that year. 

It is a rather curious fact that of the 
4,014 distilleries registered in the United 
States for the fiscal year, whica ended 
June 30, 1901, about one-third of them 
were in the state of North Carolina, That 
state during the fiscal year had 688 grain 
distilleries and 658 fruit distilleries res- 
istered. Virginia had the next largest 
number of distilleries registered, 91 being 
for grain and 730 for fruit, at toal of 821. 
Kentucky was third with 623, California 
fourth with 209, Tennessee fifth with 17V. 
Of the 209 in California, however, 208 of 
them were for the production of fruit 
brandies. North Carolina, as. will be seen 
from the figures, has a multitude of small 
distilleries, but their output is exceed- 
ingly limited. Of the 688 grain distilleries 
in North Carolina, 635 did not have a 
capacity exceeding 5 bushels; 33 had @ ca- 
pacity for less than 10 bushels, 13 for less 
than 20 bushels, 6 for less than 40 bushels 
and only 1 distillery in the state could ex- 
ceed 60 bushels of grain a day in its oper- 
ations. In Illinois, Kentucky, Indiana, 
Pennsylvania and Ohio are the states 
where gigantic grain distilleries are ¢ per- 
ated. In Illinois, for instance, there are 
distilleries with capacities of 10,000 bushels 
of grain, which make up 40,600 gallons of 
whisky each day, 

The various states hold records for the 
production of various kinds of liquors. 
Kentucky, of course, leads the world ‘n 
her output of bourbon whisky. During 
the fiscal year mentioned, the total output 
of bourbon whisky was 19,411,829 gallons, 
of which Kentucky produced all but avout 
1,000,000 gallons, or a total of about 18,- 
500,000. The North Carolina distilleries 
made none of this whisky, neither did 
those in Georgia nor in South Carolina. 
Florida had a distillery which turned ont 
1,520 gallons.’ In the production wf rye 
whisky, Pennsylvania ho!lds first place. 
In the fiscal year mentioned the total 


production of rye whisky was 14,296,568, of 
which Pennsylvania produced 7,044,167 or 
nearly one-half. Maryland was second, 
with 3,084,184; Kentucky was thind, with 
2,500,000, and Ohio fourth, with about 
1,000,000 gallons. Georgia, South Carolina 
and North Carolina contributed nothing 
to this output. It is in alcoho? that Ili- 
nois holds first place by long odds. The 
total output during the year was 10,(35,- 
771, of which Miino's’ production was at 
least 6,000,000; Indiana coming next with 
1,331,378; Nebraska third, with 830,540. Iit- 
rois also leads in gin and high wines of 
all kinds. 

Illincis’ chief record is made in the pro- 
duction of pure, neutral, or cologne spir- 
its, which costs a gooé@ deal of money 
and are uged in medicines, art and for 
drinking. There were produced during 
the year 24,173,671 gallons of this class of 
wine, of which Illinois turned out 20,278,- 
600, Nebraska coming next with 1,098,896 
gallons. 

Indiana’s record is in the production of 
miscellaneous spirits of all kinds. corn 
whisky and various other whiskies. Of 
the total of 33,406,622 gallons of that class 
of spirits, Indiana produced 12,995,787 and 
Illinois about 9,000,000, Ohio being third 
with 6,271,426 gallons. 

The total quantity of spirits produced 
during the fiscal year mentioned was 
106,484,699. Of this amount North Care- 
lina, with all her distilleries, produced a 
total of 739,487 gallons. Illinois, with only 
23 distilleries registered, produced 33,861,- 
000; Kentucky. with a total of 523 distiller- 
les, turned out about 23,000,000, Indiana 
over 18,000,600, Ohio over 8,000,000 and Penn- 
sylvania over 7,000,000. Georgia’s output of 
epirits was 205,401 gallons. That state had, 
during the vear, 141 distilleries registered, 
65 being for the operation of grain and 76 
for the operation of fruit. South Caro- 
lina produced 146,921 gallons, and had 4 
distilleries registered for operation, 42 
for grain and 1 for fruit. The govern- 
ment distilleries in South Carolina are lo- 
cated largely in the northwestern part of 
the state, 18 being in Greenville and 18 tn 
Pickens county. 

The figures given show that the govern- 
ment distilleries are located largely in 
a few states. Some states buy all their 
whiskies from outside and manufacture 
very little. Arizona has only one dis- 
tillery, Idaho and New Hampshire also 
have but one each. Florida, lowa and 
Nebcaska have only two each. Rhode 
Island has only three and a number of 
states have four each. Massachusetts 
nas a monopoly of the states which man- 
ufacture spirits and molasses. During 
the year there were only 10 molasses dis- 
tilleries {n operation in the United States, 
cf which Massachuvetts had 7, Kentucky 
1, Louisiana 1 and New Hampshire 1. 

It is stated at the internal revenue 
bureau that the number of fruit distil- 
leries in operation each year depends 
largely on the fruit crop. When the crop 
is plentiful, a large number of fruit dis- 


tilleries are operated.

Surgeons Operate on Hypnotized Girl 

Rochester, July 23.—The first success- 
ful operation known to medical science 
upon a patient while in a hypnotic sleep 
was performed at the New York Inetitute 
of Physicians and Surgeons this after- 
noon upon Miss Ethalyn M. Depew, who 
was suffering from tumor. 

The operation was performed in a most 
leisurely manner, being begun at 2:20 and 
concluded at 3:10, thus occupying nearly 
a full hour. 

The young woman was put to sleep by 
Professor Thomas F. Adkin, president of 
the institute. She was a good subject and 
soon after Professor Adkin. fn a quiet, 
conversational tone, told her she was 
going to sleep and that her repose would 
be of the most painless and pleasant 
character, she lost consciousness and lay 
as one under the spell of the most pow- 
erful anaesthetic. 

Dr. L. B. Hawley, a staff surgeon. then 
made an incision three inches long and 
two inches dee~ and removed the mor- 
bid growth. The wound was then closed 
and stitched up and the surgeon and his 
assistants stood aside while Professor 
Adkin undertook the awakening of the 
patient. 

Professor Adkin, in the most matter of 
fact way, told the patient that she was 
now about to awake and that although an 
operation had been performed, she would 
feel no pain—no disagreeable sensation 
whatever. ‘And now,’ exclaimed the 
Professor loudly. “you are awake!”

Canadian Emigration. |

country to the United States has ceased 
and that the tide is flowing the other 
way. They say that from 14,000 to 156,000

CHAIRMAN ENGLISH OD 
HOT UE THEIR ACTION 


He Had Told Council That the Com- 
mission Was Unanimously in 
Favor of the Reserve, 
Johnson and Brother- 
ton Changed. 


When Commissioner Patterson intro- 
duced a resolution at the meeting of the 
police board last night calling upon the 
city council to repeal the ordinance abol- 
ishing’ the reserve force, «here was a 
very lively debate in which Chairman 
English said there was too much bun- 
combe and political claptrap mixed up 
with the running of the police force. 

This talk came after the vote had heen 
taken on the resolution and before the 
result was announced. When the roll was 
called the vote stood: 

For the resolution—Jones, Fox, Patter- 
son and English. 

Against the resolution—Brotherton and 
Johnson. 

Chairman English was displeased be- 
cause Commissioners Johnson and Broth- 
erton voted against the resolution, He 
said; 

“This board has twice unanimously 
voted to have the reserve re-established. 
I went before the city council] and stated 
that we were unanimous. I have not 
been fairly treated. If any member of 
this board. had experienced a change of 
heart he should have let this board knew 
it. I spoke the truth when I went befoPe 
the council and I speak ‘t now. I om 
surprised that the vote for the reserve 
is not Now unanimous. There is entirely 
too much buncombe and political clap- 
trap mixed up with the runnaing cf this 
force. I truckle and cuckle to no men. 
We are here to give the people a good 
force and give them protection. I want to 
be set right before the council.” 

Commissioner Johnson said he voted 
against the reserve now because he hoped 
to get council to give an extra appropria- 
tion for a permanent reserve. 

Commissioner Jones said that was out 
of the question. 

Commissioner Brotherton said he voted 
as he did because the city attorney rvled 
that a-reserve could not be ¢stablished 
unless the men were paid extra, 
could sue the city. 

“That’s all poppycock,”’ remarked Com: | 
missioner Jones. 

“I’ve got my opinion,” retorted Com- 
missioner Brotherton, “and you can have 
yours.” 

The vote was announced and it etood 
four for the reserve resolution and two 
against it, 

“There is hardly any use for me to go 
before the council,” said Chairman Eng- 
lish, “and I repeat that I have not been 
fairly treated.” 

Commissioners Brotherton and John- 
son promised to appear before the coun- 
cil committee and state that Chairman 
English was correct when he formerly 
stated that the board was unanimous for 
a@ reserve. 

This caused the threatening stcrm to 
blow over and peace reigned once more,

GERMAN SQUADRON AT ZREST. 


Reported That Kaiser’s Vessels Will 
Visit French Port. 

Paris, July 30.—It is reported in Paris 
that the German squadron, now at Ca- 
diz, where it has gone to meet and es- 
cort Count von Waldersee on his return 
from China, will visit Brest. It is assert- 
ed that letters addressed to the suadron 
have already arrived in Brest, where the 
squadron is expected before August 7th. 

The papers comment upon the fact that 
this would be the first occasion since 1870 
when a German squadron had entered the 


naval port of Brest. 

There are only three French warships 
there now, as the northern squadron is 
engaged in maneuvers in the Mediter- 


ranean. 


Russians Killed by Tibetians. 

London, July 9.—‘“The Russian govern- 
ment has been advised,” says a dispatch 
to The Daily Mail from St. Petersburg, 
“that 2,000 Mbetians, July 16, attacked 
Major Kosloff’s expedition of twenty men, 
half of whom were shot down and the 
others severely wounded. ‘he govern- 
ment will demand satisfaction.”

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MORE COUNTIES — 
SHOW INCREASE 


Tax Returns in Thirty-Twe Counties 
Increase $3,625,374. 


DECREASE SHOWN BY FOUR 


Some Counties Will Be Unable To Get 
Returns in by August Ist. 


REDUCTION OF TAX RATE PROBABLE 


It Is Expected, However, That the 
Change Will Be Slight, as -Appro- 
priations Have Been Large. ° 


The tax returns from different coun- 
ties of the state, which are now coming 
into the office of Comptroller General 
Wright, show a gratifying increase over 
the amounts of taxes returned from the 
same counties last year. 

So far thirty-six counties have sent in 
their tax digests to the comptroller, and 
of this number thirty-two return larger 
amounts than they did in 1900. The total 
increase for the thirty-two counties is 
$3,625,374. ; 

Four counties show a decrease of $71,358. 
They are Catoosa, Dade, Jones and 
Towns. The total decrease is divided as 
follows: Catoosa, - $354; Dade, $39,557; 
Jones, $8,050; Towns, $23,397. 

The following are the counties showing 
an increase and the amounts: 

Campbell, $47,807; Clinch, $38,118; Dough- 
erty, $64,927; Fannin, $86,858; Gordon, 
$6,270; Jackson, $180,193; Lowndes, $421,113; 


$99,280; Bryan, $40,705; Early, $204,670; 
Hart, $76,174; Oglethorpe, $39,127; Baldwin, 
$95,632; Cherokee, $105,355; Hall, $176,661; 
Forsyth, $70,829; Henry, $104,633; Colum- 
bia, $71,884; Decatur, $446,890; Banks, $59,-

Hancock, $68,851; Pierce, $232,360; Upson, 
$230,189; Washington, $125,419; Screven, 
$166,186; Elbert, $65,779; Webster, $66,478;

Returns from the last named five coun- 
ties were received yesterday. The law 
specifies that all of the returns must be 
in the office of the comptroller on or be- 
fore August Ist. Several counties have 
already made application to Comptroller 
Wright to be allowed a few days over 
the limit in which to send in their re- 
turns. 

The next. tax rate for the state will 
be fixed by Governor Candler as soon as 
all of the returns have been received. 
The governor names the rate on the ad- 
vice of the comptroller. If all of the 
counties show an increase it may be that 
the rate will be reduced. It is expected, 
however, that there will be little change 
in the rate this year, as the appropria- 
tions have been large. The legislature 
has fixed a limit beyond which the gov- 
ernor cannot go in fixing the rate.

Carbolis Acid. 

Muncie, Ind., July 29.—The police this 
evening arrested Peter Tiiberry for throw- 
ing carbolic acid in the face of Mary 
Torrence last night. Tilberry has been 
arrested on the charge of mayhem, whicn 
is punishable by imprisonment from two 
to fourteen years. His victim will lose 
one eye from the assault. 

Tilberry is forty-eight years of age and 
wanted to marry the woman. She refused 
and he dashed the acid into her face from 
a can concealed under his coat. He claims 
he was drunk at the time of committing 
the crime. 


Taxing Street Railways. 


New York Commercial: In view of the 
failure of the board of equalization in 
Cleveland to raise the assessment of the 
corporation known as the “Big Consoli- 
dated” street railway $9,000,000—a failure 
that bids fair to become a perinanent 
one, although the matter is stiil in the 
courts—the amounts that other cities 
exact from street railway companies in 
the form of taxes or otherwise becomes 
‘of increased interest. 

Baltimore, it is said, heads the list of 
those municipalities which are ‘out’ per- 
petually for the street railway scalp. She 
forces these companies to pay annually 
9 per cent on their gross receipts, and, in 
addition, a ‘‘vehicle tax’’ of $5 on each 
car and various fees for switch privileges, 
new tracks and connections. Cincinnati 
Strikes the traction companies ior 5 per 
cent of their gross earnings annually, and 
for every car in their possession they 
must pay to the city $4 per lineal fvot 
inside measurement—a really tremendcus 
“rake-off’’ when the length and the num. 
ber of the cars there are considered. In- 
Cianapolis sold its franchises two vears 
ago for $1,160,000, the company binding 
itself to pay this sum in annual install- 
ments of $30,000 for the first twenty-seven 
years and $50,000 for the last seven yeurs 
of the thirty-four vear period for which 
the charter runs. Detroit gets less reve- 
nue proportionately from street railways 
than do most of the other cities. The 
company that .operates the greater part 
of the Detroit lines pays 2 per cent on 
its gross receipts, but is exempted from 
all other taxes. Another company, which 
was chartered eight years ago, pays reg 
ular taxes on its property, but no special 
taxes. i 

In all these cities the duration of fran- 
chises is limited—the longest term being 
fifty years, in Cincinnati, and the short- 
est thirty years, in Detroit. 

It will be recalled that Detroit has 
made more noise than any other city in 
the country about cheap car fares and 
the taxing of corporations—and yet it 
seems not to be profiting vastly by that 
policy. 

Here in New York, it must be con- 
fessed, the matter of collecting municipal 
revenue of this sort was too long neg- 
lected. A law passed more than two 
years ago for application to corporations 
in the entire state ought to have 
brought in a yearly revenue of at least 
$3,000,000 to this city, chiefly from the 
street railway companies—but the ques- 
tion of its constitutionality is hung up in 
the courts, and 1903 may have come and 
gone before a decision is reached—and 
‘that may be in favor of the corporations. 
Philadelphia, too, hasn’t much to boast 
ef in the way of ‘‘milking”’ her street rail- 
ways. 

And in general it may. be said that 
cities of the second and third class have 
been more alert and watchful in their 
financial affairs than the great munici- 
palities have. At any rate, the wide agi- 
tation of franzhise taxation in recent 
years has no doubt had a inost whol:- 
some effect in checking the tendency to 
give away valuable rights in city streets. 
If New York could do ali this thiffg over 
again she wculd doubtless do it difter- 


ently—perhaps a good deal werse.

MND NOT TYPHOW 


Cremaloy Hardly Responsible 
for Everett's Disease 


WAS TALK OF REMOVING HIM 


(Health Officer Kennedy and Chief 


Hope Investigated the Case, and 
Finding the Attack a Light 
One, Only Put Guards ; 
Around the Hcuse. 


It was discovered yesterday that the 
man who was supposed to have con- 


tracted typhoid fever as a regult of work- } 


ing near the crematory did not have ty- 
phoid fever at all, but was suffering from 
smallpox. 

Eugene Everett, of 222 Haynes street, Is 
the patient, and he was taken sick some 
days «go with what was supposed to be 
typhoid fever. It was stated as an opin- 
fon and published at the time that he 
had contracted tvphold fever as a result 
»of working near the crematory, he being 
an employee of the Western and Atlan- 
tic railroad shops. 

Yesterday it was reported to Health 
Officer Kennedy that Everett had small- 
pox. Steps were taken at once to in- 
vestigate the case, and it was determined, 
it seems, if Everett really had smallpox 
to remove him from his home to the 
smallpox hospital. 

The announced determination to remove 
Everett created very much of a stir in 
his family. Assistant City Attorney 
Hill had given an opinion to the effect 
that the removal could be made, if, in the 
judgement of the health officer, it was de- 
termined necessary for the protection of 
the pecple of that neighborhood. 

Everett's people cmployed an attorney 
to take the matter up. Attorney Ter- 
rell at once investigated the ordinances 
on the subject anf went immediately to 
the office of the board of health. There 
he said from his investigaticn of the or- 
dinances be was satisfied that the remov- 
al could not te made without a prelimin- 
ary investigation by the board of health. 
In the meantime he telephoned Dr. Parks, 
wh) has had the case in charge, and was 
informed that Health Officer Kennedy, af- 
ter making an examination, had decided 
not to remove Everett from his home. 

‘When the matte’ was reportcd to the 
health officer,’’ staid Chief Hope yester- 
day, “he and I went to Everett’s home 
and made an investigation, with the de- 
termination to remove the patient if the 
case warranted it. We found that he 
was suffering from smallpox, but in very 
ligh: form, not morc than an attack of 
variloid, and we corcluded not to remove 
him, but to place a guard at the nouse, 
which has alrdady been doze, and the 
case will be effectually quarantined.” 

Some of those conrected with the health 
office are laughing over the rerort that 
Everett contracted typhoid fever from 
the crematory, when it now turns out 
that he has a light attack of smallpox, 
for which, of courses the crematory could 
hardly be held 1estpcnsible.

Retreat of Europe from vhina. 


London Spectator: It seems from the 
German emperor’s admissions, from M. 
Delcasse’s spe@ch in the French chamber 
and from the ill-concealed disappointment 
of all traders in China, that Murope has 
agreed to order a retreat from the far 
east. She is sick of her enterprise, which 
was commenced in a moment of emotion, 
and not only abandons it, but express¢s 
in half a dozen languages the relief of 
her peoples that it is not to be continued. 
This is rather an important factor in 
modern history, for it carries with it cer- 


tain results. 

One is that in the next dealings with 
China each nation will act by itself, 
avowedly for its own interests, and as 
far as possibly by some road in which 
it can remain lonely. There is not room 
obviously on the main road for s& many 
carriages abreast, and the consequent 
chances of collision are a little too serious 
for their owners’ equanimity. Another 
result is that China has discovered a 
new method of defense, or rather has 
accepted the new one pointed out by Gen- 
eral Gordon forty years ago. When she 
fights she is beaten, but when she retreats 
she is safe. The invading force marched 
through northern China, they relieved the 
legations, they plundered the capitel, and 
then they stood gazing into air, very 
nearly hetpless. The court had retreated 
to Sian, and though the Buropean gén- 
erals could plunder villages and kill peas- 
ants, they could not reach either the gov- 
ernment or the armi¢s of China. 

There is a second result which ig even 
more importani. The states of Europe 
cannot act together for any length of 
time, even when they try. So far as ap- 
pears, the attempt at finest, while the lives 
of the ambassadors were in peril, was 
made in all agincerity, but the moment 
that danger was over the powers fell 
apart. Their jealousies anu fears of each 
other were too real, and extended too 
deeply among their peoples, to admit of 
common action. A common expedition 
with common objects and common re- 
sults has decreased, instead of increas- 
ing, the harmony of Europe. We gur- 
oe in particular are less near a thor- 
ough understanding with Russia, or Ger- 
many, or France than we were before. 

The third result is perhaps most 1m- 
portant. of all, though its importance is 
confine fo ourselves. It has become most 
difficult in any future combined operation 
to use our Indian troops. TH6é generals, 
of course, never objected to their co- 
operation, but the soldiers of the conti- 
nental powers did, The intense German 
contempt and dislike for men with dark 
skins. which events are revealing in other 
quarters of the world, extended itself 
even to Indians who wWere fighting by 
their side, and curiouaiy enough was 
shared by the French, who waa Annamite 
soldiers in the field. Insults were snouted 
at the Sikhs, and collisions were 7 
averted by their perfect discipline. It will 
be necessary in any future combined 
movement to leave them behind and 
what with this unmannerliness of their 
comrades, and the invincible dislike to 
their employment in South Africa, we 
run the risk of being deprived of one-half 
our effective strength. eople talk of the 
impropriety of using colored men against 
white, and if they are to live side by side 
We agree with them; but if the Russians 
ever -invade India, are we to send the 
Sikhs to the rear? It ts one of the many 
evil results of this expedition, which has 
had no good ones except ine rescue of 
the lefitions, that it has increased the 
difficulty of employing native troops, 
whom we have always regarded in China 
and in Africa as a most trustworthy left 
arm. The retreat of Europe is under all 
the circumstances a relief, but with the 
relief has come some grave and by no 


means consolatory reflections, 


OCCUPATION TAX 
TO BE TAKEN UP 


Ordinance and Police Committess To 
Meet in Joint Session. 


POLICE RESERVE ON DOCKET 


Will Be Considered by Both Commit- 
tees This Afternoon. 


PIERCE RESOLUTION TO COME UP 


Other Resolutions and Ordinances on 
Which Committees Will Re- 
port to Council. 


Chairman E. C. Kontz has issued a call 
for a joint meeting of the ordinance and 
police committees at 3:30 o'clock this 
afternoon to take up several important 
matters which have been referred to 
these committees jointly and some which 
have been referred simply to the ordi- 
nance committee. 

Perhaps the most important matter 
that will be taken up this afternoon will 
be the resolution of Alderman Pierce, 
which seeks to provide for an amendment 
to the city’s charter to be secured from 
the legislature, giving the city the right 
to levy an occupation tax on the fran- 
chises of public utility corporations. 
Many members of the’ general council 
have expressed themselves in favor of 
this plan of taxing franchises or some- 
thing similar to it, but it will probably 
meet with strong opposition from the 
street railroad companies from which the 
city would doubtless profit to the greatest 
extent in the event such a plan is car- 
ried through. It is expected the Pierce 
resolution will result in an interesting 
discussion. 

The police reserve ordinance is another 
matter of importance which will be 
taken up by the joint meeting. This ordi- 
nance, which was reported favorably by 
the committees to the last meeting of 
council, was referred back to the com- 
mittees because of the statement made 
in council to the effect that the police 
commission was not unanimous for the 
re-establishment of the reserve. The 
committees were under the impression 
that the commission was unanimous in 
its favor when it made the favorable re- 
port. The ordinance, therefore, was re- 
ferred back for the purpose of giving any 
thembers of the commission who oppose 
it an opportunity to be heard. The’“com- 
mittee will then make another report 
upon the matter to council next Monday. 

Another ordinance to be considered to- 
day is that designed to confer police 
powers upon the employees of concerns 
employing watchmen. A number of 
firms in the city which employ night 
watchmen have made a request that po- 
lice powers be conferred upon. these 
watchmen, as there are frequently oc- 
casions when such is necessary for quick 
action in apprehending criminals. 

There are several other important or- 
dinances on the docket which will be 
taken up if the committees sees fit or if 
their authors desire. Among these are 
the Grady ordinance for the abolishment 
of the city commissions, the Barrett ordi- 
nance for the prevention of professional 
acting by children under fourteen years 
of age, the Pierce ordinance relating to 
check reins on horses and the Garrett or- 
dinance providing for the election of the 
chief of police by council instead of by 
the police commission. It is not ex- 
pected, however, that the committee will 
get through with all of these matters to- 
day, though the more important of them 
will likely be reported upon.

CHIEF JOYNER 


TALKS OF 


THE BUFFALO EXPOSITION 


Chief W. R. Joyner, who has just re- 
turned from an interesting trip to the 
Buffalo exposition with his family, says 
he had a most delightful vacation, Chief 
Joyner is always observant, and never 
fails to pick up a fact or two of interest 
when he goes away. 

“They are not having the attendance 
they expected by something like 12,000 or 
13,000 a day,’’ said Chief Joyner, in speak- 
ing of the matter yesterday, ‘and the 
fair management is blaming the railroads 
to a great extent for not giving lower 
rates in order to induce a greater amount 
of travel. I did not go into the details 
of the situation so far as this matter 
was concerned, but I do know how it was 
in my own particular case. When I ar- 
rived in Washington I made some in- 
vestigation with regard to tickets from 
that point and found that I could get a 
straight ticket to Buffalo and return for 
$20.

Discovery of the Bell. 


Philadelphia Press: It is not surpris- 
ing that there should be a disposition in 
Philadelphia to cast doubt upon the story 
that the prince of Wales, now ae Ed- 
ward, when visiting the United States, 
rescued the famous Liberty Bell from ob- 
scurity and neglect. Civic pride is closely 
touched by such a tale, but the evidence 
in its support seems convincing.

laration was adopted. But he gazed 
upon the manuscript of that historic doc- 
ument (which has been since locked in a 
safe in the department of state at Wash- 
ington), and he even handled swords 
which had flashed in battle against the 
British troops, with unfeigned interest. 
Finally he was brought to a garret and 
told that there once hung the bell that 
was rung when the _ declaration was 
adopted. The prince asked where was the 
bell. Some of his escort prodded the rub- 
bish on the floor with their canes and 
discovered it. The prince alone seemed 
to realize what had been found. He is 
quoted as saying: ‘‘That bell is cracked, 
but it is an inspiration. Believe me, my 
friends, it affects me more than anything 
I have seen. It should occupy the chief 
place of honor in this Hall of Indepen- 
dence.”” It would be interesting if the 
king could be induced to contribute his 
personal version of this curious reminis- 
cence.

Baltimore Sun: “One of the most amus- 
ing incidents of a trip in England,”’ said

A bank official finally said he happeneci 
to know a young man named Bray, who 
might be related to the lady we sought. 
We came up with this young person in 
time, and while he was not related to 
Mrs. Charles Bray, he knew all about 
her, her place of residence, and associa- 
tion with the great novelist. At last, al- 
most dead from exhaustion and hysteri- 
cal from nervousness we reached: the 
lady’s home. 

“But how she met us as those who 
who knew and loved George Eliot through 
her works; how she told us much of the 
inner life of the writer, and finally sent 
us away with gifts of several souvenirs 
of George Eliot's nenmansnip—all that is 


another story.”

She Takes the $1,000 Cup Given by 
Colonel Jchn Jacob Astor. 


CONSTITUTION IS WITHDRAWN 


Cup Defender Wili Not Enter Future 
Races Until Her Equipment 
Is Changed. 


Newport, R. I., July 29.—The Columbia 
today defeated the Constitution, boat for 
boat, in a splendid race by two minutes 
and fifty-four seconds, and won the $1,000 
cup presented by Colonel John Jacob As- 
tor. Her victory was decisive and con- 
vincing. The behavior of the Constitu- 
tion, on the other hand, was disappoint- 
ing in the extreme and Mr, Duncan an- 
nounced this evening that his boat would 
be withdrawn from future races until 
extensive alterations are made in her 
equipment. ; 

The Constitution will not participate in 
the Newport yacht racing events of 
Thursday and Saturday of this week, as 
a competitor of the Independence. The 
Columbia, however, has been entered for 
these and will sail against the 
Boston boat. W. Butler Dunean, of the 
Constitution, will take the boat to Bris- 
tol at once, and riggers will proceed to 
alter oer rig. He savs the boat is not 
in proper shape, and that she cannot do 
herself justice and it is, therefore, no 
use racing her further until she has been 
fixed. The regular trial races for the 
purpose of selecting the defender of the 
America’s cup will be held here on Au- 
gust 31 and September 1 and 3. 

The wind never exceeilied thirteen 
knots in the race today and, although 
there was a long roll of the seas, setting 
in from the southwest, the water was by 
no means rough. It started with a force 
of about nine knots when the preparatory 
gun was fired, and freshened gradually 
as the race progressed, attaining a 
strength of thirteen or fourteen knots 
when Columbia was greeted as the win- 
ner. 

It is not easy for the best friend of 
the Constitution to make plausible ex- 
cuses fo rher most palpable defeat. She 
was beaten fairly and squarely on her 
merits. Running almost dead before the 
wind on thé first leg of the course, she 
at first opened out quite a gap of clear 
water between herself and the Columbia, 
and it looked as if she would have a long 
lead in the run down wind. So long as 
the wind continued light she had it all 
her own way, but when it freshened, the 
Columbia slowly but surely overhauled 
her and, when they got to the first mark, 
was only a few lengths astern. 

As they rounded the Block island mark 
the Constitution had the weather ber... 
She did not keep it long. Instead of a 
beat to windward, the beat to the second 
mark resolvcd itself into a very long leg 
on the port tack with a copule of short 
r4tches on tue starboard stretch. 

The Columbia covered this long leg 
three minutes and nineteen seconds faster 
than the new boat. This settled the race, 
for the Constitution was never able to 
cut down this lead on the short run home, 
and so the yachts finished. 

In the private class for sloops and yawls 
the entries were the yawl Navahoe and 
the sloops in class I, Hester, Eolin, Isole- 
de and Senta. Eolin was the, victor, . 

The schooners all in one class were rep- 
resented by the flagship Corona,. the Qui- 
setta and the Elmina. The Elmina won 
the $00 cup for schooners, beating the 
Corona on time allowance. | 

The Boston boat, Independence, started 
over the course about a mile ahead of 
the racers.

Why Counterfeiting Declines. 


Philadelphia Record: The public can 
well credit the statement contained in 
the report of the chief of the secret ser- 
vice to the effect that there has been a 
marked decrease recently in counterfeit- 
ing. Counterfeiting has decreased be- 
cause it has become a very dangerous 
profession to follow. Thanks to an effi- 
cient secret service, counterfeiters are 
found out and caught. Thanks to incor- 
ruptible courts and honest juries, they 
are convicted and sent to prison. Neither 
legal technicalities nor political pull are 

rmitted to defeat the ends of justice. 

‘Younterfeiting is on the decline because 
the most of the counterfeiters are in 
prison. 

If state laws against common forms of 
crime should be as inflexible and as cer- 
tainly enforced as have been the federal 
laws ainst counterfeiting, a similar en- 
couraging report could be made in regard 
to crime in general. Crime would be on 
the decline everywhere, for the excellent 
reason that there would be few profes- 
sional criminals at large, and the certain- 
ty of detection and punishment would 
serve to discourage new recruits to the 
criminal army. 

The federal department of justice is 
equipped with a long arm and a tena- 
cious memory. It is rare that a violator 
of the federal penal code gets beyond the 
reach of the department, and rarer still 
that his crime is forgotten. At some 
time, and somewhere, the agencies of the 
law lay their unyieldin hands upon 
counterfeiters, bank-wreckers and _ vio- 
lators of the customs and revenue laws, 
and in this respect the federal agencies 
for the punishment and suppression of 
¢rime furnish a most commendable ex- 
ample.

Philadeiphia Inquirer: Taking all things 
into account it will be obviously wisest to 
continue acting upon the theory that the 
bovine disease is communicable to man 
and to continue the precautions which 
neve been taken to prevent the possibility 
of such communication. It is probable 
that efferts will be made to induce the 
abandonment of those precautions on the 
score of economy. It will be urged that 
Dr. Koch has said that bovine consump- 
tion is not a source of danger te man and 
that it is needless to guard against it. No 
serious consideration should be extended 
to this plea. The only safe plan in the 
eaeet of our present knowledge will be to 
taken chances. Evén tif$ugh Dr, Koch be 
right, ft is obvious that meat and milk 
derived from discased animals afe not fit 
for human food.

Forecast is for perfect conditions, both in the 
corn belt and the northwest. Considerable 
damage was reported by strong winds in the 
Red river valley, causing wheat to lodge, Eng- 
lish visible decreased 620,000. Export sales 
90 loads; cash sales here 40,000. Offerings 
were very heavy at the start, and while there 
were rallies at times, there was some buying 
by the northwest on reports of damage by 
lodging and hail.

THE DAY IN WALL STREET. 


New York, July’ 29.—The way in which the 
stock market acted this morning served to dash 
the hopes of the bulls amongst the traders 
who had indulged a hop: that some accession 
of speculative interest would result from the 
favoring facters over the Sunday. For two 
Monday’s past the market has had to face an 
accumulation of discouraging factors, which 
resulted in selling down prices within the first 
hour of trading to what proved to be the low 
point of the week. This morning in contrast 
there was the news of rains in the corn belt, 
about which there was no dispute, for the 
first time, as to their extent and beneficial 
character. There was, besides, the news of 
negotiations and consultations between the 
representatives of the United States Steel Cor- 
poration and of the Amalgamated association, 
looking to the settlement of the strike. The 
opening of negotiations gave strong hope of 
an early settlement. The simultaneous sales 
of United States Steel at the opening were of 
35,000 shares at an extreme advance of 2 
points and a large number of the stocks thus 
benefited were Norfolk and Western, Chesa- 
peake and Ohio, Pennsylvania, Baltimore and 
Ohio, New York Central, several of the Coal- 
ers, the Chicago and Alton stocks, Hocking 
Valley, a number of the southern and south- 
western railroad stocks, Colorado Fuel, Amer- 
ican Tobacco and North American. As a device 
for awakening interest in the market this was 
a failure. The opening rush to buy was all 
that brought the day’s dealings above the level 
of activity prevailing during the latter part 
of last week. When the room traders at- 
tempted to take their profita at the end of 
the day prices crumbled away and only a few 
stocks had anything left to show but frac- 
tional net gains at the closing, which. was 
dull and heavy.

Courant, suggests a general impression 
that the strain of his office shortens the 
life of the chief executive after he returos 
to the people. An examination of the rec- 
ords from the beginning of the republic 
down does not justify this assumption. On 
the contrary, it appears that during the 
early days of the nation, at least, the 
presidents were extremely long lived. 
Those who had been through the revolu- 
tionary period, with the exception of the 
great Washington, all lived to a great 
age. Since then the age of our presidents 
at their deaths has been somewhat re- 
duced. but the same is largely true of 
both business and public men who have 
been subjected to the strain of the mod- 
ern rate of life. 

Of the twenty-three presidents who pre- 
ceded McKinley, only four died during 
their term of office. Of these two, Lin- 
coln and aGrfield. were removed by the 
bullet of assassins, so that they were not 
martyrs to their work, but martyrs to the 
place itself. William Henry Harrison, 
the grandfather of Benjamin Harrison, 
died in office just a month after he was 
inaugurated. He was, however, 68 years 
old, exactly. the age at which his grand- 
son has laid down the burden of life. 
Zachary Taylor died after being in office 
fifteen months, at the age of 66. 

Only three presidents have died during 
the administration of their immediate suc- 
cessors. Washington lived for two and a 
half years after he retired from the pres- 
idency. James K. Polk died inside of four 
months and Chester A. Arthur within less 
than two years from the date of leaving 
the white house. Polk and Arthur were 
comparatively young men, the former pDe- 

g 64 and the latter 56. In 1861 Van Buren, 

vier, Fillmore, Pierce, Buchanan and 
Lincoln were all alive. It is noticeable 
that only four presidents, Lincoln, Gar- 
field, Polk and Arthur, were less _than 
three score years at their deaths. Seven 
presidents, Washington, Taylor. Pierce, 
Grant. Johnson and the two Harrisons 
were between 60 and 70, and Mr. Cleve- 
land is still alive at 64.

years and ten. 
The four 
Jefferson, Madison, John Quincy Adams 


and Van Buren, lived until they passed | 


the mile post of four-seore years. John 
Adams. who succeeded Washington in the 
presidency. remained in private life for 
twenty-five years, saw his son elected 
president, and finally died at 91. Sixteen 
out of the nineteen presidents who lived 
through their terms were in private life 
for from six to twenty-five vears before 
death overtook them, and the last ex- 
nresident o die. Reniamin Harrison. was 
68 vears old, and had been out of the 
white house eight vears.

Necessity of Providing Work for 
White Women Discussed. 


ENGAGEMENT OF MISS 
“EARNEST AND MR, HILL 


Birthday Party To Be Given by Lit- 
tle Miss Van Spalding—En- 


gagement of Miss Mary 
Murphy and Mr. John 


Egart Announced. 


The letter of Mrs. William H. Felton. 
appearing several days ago on the editori- 
al page of The Constitution, by which 
she urges the necessity of work being 
provided for the white women of the 
state, and the necessity for the training 
that will make them competent for such 
work, is stirring a great deal of interest 
among the thoughtful philanthropic wo- 
,men of the state, and is again attracting 
attention to the fact that something 
should be done in this @irection. 

The question ‘nas frequently been 
brought before the women's organizations 
of the state, and studiously discussed. 
Many plans have been suggested, the 
most popular one being the establishment 
of a school or schools by which the poor 
gifis of the state, would be enabled to 
obtain manual training, and especially a 
course of domestic science in its broadest 
sense, it being argued that thousands of 
the best homes in Georgia would be ope 
to the industrious young woman capable 
_of doing the work of the trained servant. 
But so far nothing has been done. 

Whereas within the city even there are 
hundreds of young women who would 
find more profitable and more womanly 
than the menial occupations of factories 
and the like the position that could 
be given them in domestic service, it 
is in the poor country girl who has abso- 
lutely no advantages for tratning along 
any line that more sympathetic interest 
seems ‘to center at present. 

Those familiar with the conditions of 
many of these paint pictures of ignor- 
ance, poverty and finaily degradation 
and ruin that are most thrilling, and that 
should move to concentrated action at 
once the women of the state. 

Logically, in connection with this situa- 
tion arises the servant problem, and the 
training of the poor young white girl 
would seem to be ‘cre of the best means 
through which work might begin. 

In connection with the subject Mrs. 
Pattillo said yesterday: 

“Mrs. Felton’s timely erticle in Sunday’s 
Constitution and the editorial on ‘Work 
for: Women,’ touch upon a subject which 
is pressing heavily upon the hearts and 
consciences of all women who feel an in- 
terest in solving the problem, ‘How shall 
we give the poor white girls of Georgia 
such an ecucaticn as will render them in- 
dependent and self-sustaining?’ 

“Manual and industrial treining for 
our girls is thé demand of the hour! 
When. the Georgia Daughters of the Con- | 
federacy .decided to build a memorial to 
that dear Ganughter of the south, Winnie 
Davis, it was determined that it should 
take the form cf an industrial training, 
school for white girls and be made an 
annex to the normal school at Athens. 
Money for this building is now being 
collected, and I trust that the corner 
stone will soon be laid. Within the last 
few weeks Mr. George Foster Peabody 
has endowed a chair of domestic science 
in the normal school at Athens. Both of 
these movements are steps in the direc- 
tion of giving these girls such an educa- 
tion as they so much need. 

“Last spring while those northern capi- 
talists were touring through the south en 
route to Tuskegee, Ala., the executive 
board of the Atlanta City Federation dis- 
cussed thé advisability of presenting to 
these gentlemen a statement of the needs 
of the poor white giris of the south along 
educational lines. A personal letter was 
written by one of our officers to a gentle- 
man of the party, stating the facts re- 
garding these girls and expressing the 
anxiety of our women to build a techno- 
logical schoo) for them if financial help 
could be obtained. A sympathetic reply 
was received, but nothing tangible has re- 
sulted. Surely now that money is being so 
lavishly poured out all over the country 
for educational purposes the needs of our 
poor white girls will not continue to be 
disfegarded, but we wil be enabled to 
give them an industrial training and save 
mane from poverty and ignorance and 
vice, 

“A gentleman of our city, wel] known 
in religious and literary circles, recently 
called upon me to express his conviction 
of the necessity of building a technologi- 
cal school for giris in Atlanta and his 
belief that Georgia’s women could do it. 
This conviction is shared by many and 
if our rich men could only realize whut 
@ full return such an investment would 
yield, this school would soon be built. 

“If our rich men only heard as our 
| Women hear the cries of these ignorant, 
helpless children. They are ringing in our 
ears. They will not let us rest. They 
drown the voice of self indulgence, which 
says to us, ‘Why should you concern 
yourselves: with matters outside of your 
own homes? You have your families, 
your friends, your social interests, your 
@hurch duties; do not these fill your 
lives?’ Ah, no! Long after we are'sieep- 
ing beneath the soil of Georgia these girls 
will be making the history of our state, 
and it will be a record of progress and 
achievement or of neglect and shame. 
We must help them now.”’ 

Miss Mary Patterson, of Macon, one 
of the brightest young newspaper women 
in the state and one who has been par- 
ticularly thoughtful in the interest of the 
poor white girl of Georgia, said yester- 
day relative to Mrs. Felton's letter: 

““T have thought for some time, especiall-

than that required of women in the fac- 
tories. I believe the experiment of domes- 
tic training ‘would soon do away with 
these faise ideas, and that in fitting out 
poor girls to be trained servants we would 
make them more useful to themselves 
and to the commonwealth.”’ 

“T am deeply and heartily interested in 
any movement that will tend to uplift 
or broaden the opportunities of the poor 
young white girl of the state, especially 
the one whose conditions or environment 
have been such that she has not had even 
the advantages of the rural schools, 
said Mrs. Edward Brown, a member of 
the industrial committee of the State 
Federation of Clubs. 

“Scarcely a day passes that I am not 
impressed with the fact that they are 
the class of people of all others to whom 
our philanthropic efforts should at pres- 


ent be extended. 


“The state has made a beginning in 


the matter of the manual and industrial 
training in the establishment of the Nor- 


mal and Industrial Training school at 


Milledgeville and in adding to the curri- 


culum of the State Normal school at 
department of domestic 
industrial training. Still 


poorer classes to be self-supporting along 
domestic lines, but enable her to make 
more comfortable the home in which she 
is and to enable her to make of herself 
the more typical housewife. There is 
many a thriftless and unkempt, comfort- 
less home in Georgia, where if the mat- 
ter were investigated the condition would 
not be due to poverty alone, but to the 
absolute ignorance of the woman of the 
home. She does not know how to cook, 
how to sew, how to develop the dairy 
products, nor does she know of course 
any of the laws that pertain to the proper 
cleanliness or sanitation of the home. 

“To reach her I think is a problem we 
have to solve. Experiments are being 
made along that line in other states and 
in many cases the establishment of vil- 
lage improvement societies and training 
classes are bringing forth wonderful re- 
sults. 

“The country girl—the one of the 
poorer classes—is reached through these 
societies and classes anu her interest in 
home stimulated. The principle of the 
work is to impress upon the people that 
their opportunity lies not in getting to 
town some day and there making their 
fortune, but in ‘making the best of the 
little plot of ground around them,’ in 
making more comfortable and profitable 
what is theirs and in learning the won- 
derful resources there are for living out- 
side of the metropolis, the town or the 
village. 

_*As in every other problem that we of 
the south have to deal with,’’ continued 
Mrs. Brown, “especially anything per- 
taining to industrial problems, we can- 
not overlook the existence of the race 
problem. 

“The negroes are necessarily our ser- 
vant class, and I do not believe it would 
be justice to either race to develop in 
Georgia a class of hite women who 
would be recognized as identified ex- 
clusively with domestic service. 
fore I cannot say that the only 
réason why I earnestly desire domestic 
training for the poor white women of 
Georgia. She may become the trained 
servant and thereby assist to solve the 
servant problem, but that she may be- 
the 
more expert as the housewife, the home- 
keeper and the skilled help mate of the 
Georgia husband.”’

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supporting,” said Mrs. Lewis’ Beck, “and 
I place the vocation of domestic service 
as one highly honorable, and one to which 
the’ white girl could bring much dignity. 
She has been discriminated against long 
enough on the ground that the negroes 
were essentially our servants. That the 
latter are being given systematic train- 
ing along domestic lines I appreciate, but 
they are. not in sufficient numbers well 
enough trained to have accomplished any- 
thing toward solving the constantly per- 
plexing servant problém. We need not 
one, but many training schools or medi- 
ums by ‘which the poor white girl can 
have the opportunity to become ‘trained 
along the best lines, but in the meantime 
I think the women of Georgia individual- 
ly can help her. 

“For instance, there are few of us 
who, on engaging the colored servant, do 
not have to train her and take untold 
trouble with her. Why not extend this 
same effort*toward the poor and deserv- 


.° 
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ing white girl? My experience is that 
they are apt and anxious to work when 
the opportunity is given them, and I 
heartily indorse every word expressed by 
Mrs. William H. Felton in her recent let- 
ter on the subject.’’ 


“I think any movement by which help 
can be given the young white girl of 
Georgia in the direction of becoming 
trained for the honorable occupation of 
domestic.service, comes in the nature of 
an admirable and timely one,’’ satd Mrs. 
Paul Romare. ‘“‘The housewife of the 
south finds herself confronted daily with 
the servant problem, ‘and the poor young 
white girl has not been given the oppor- 
tunity to do her part toward the solv- 
ing of the problem. We need trained ser- 
vants regardless of nationality, color or 
condition, and the native Georgia white 
girl should be: considered above all oth- 
ers. . . 

“Then asfl@ ‘from the excellence of do- 
mestic training for our poor girls as fit- 
ting them for a compensating field now 
open to them, is the necessity that pre- 
sents itself each day that every action 
must be taken to avoid «he inevitable re- 
sults of ignorance and idleness. There is 
ample opportunity for the trained white 
servant and the trained colored servant, 
and there is no reason why either race 
should be effected by the progress of 
the other alon~ these lines. The negro 
is rapidly evolving from a state of servi- 
tude and being given opportunities in 
such institutions as Spelman seminary, 
and certainly no one can deny the right 
of the poor white girl to have the same 
opportunity in tndustrial training and in 
the best training along domestic lines.’’ 


No more sympathetic and impassioned 
expression was given in the interest of 
the needs of the--poor white girls of 
Georgia. than that of Mrs. Edward Cham- 
berlin, who was enthusiastic in her 
praise of Mrs. William Felton’s letter, 
and the editorial appearing in Sunday’s 
Constitution indorsing the same. 

“My official and sympathetic interest in 
the Florerice Crittendon home,” said Mrs. 
Chamberlin, “has opened my eyes to the 
fact that want of work and want of the 
knowledge.of work are the_ influences 
that tend to the ruin of many a poor 
young girl and necessitates the establish- 
ment and support of such institutes as 
the Crittendon home,’ which is scarcely 
adequate to accommodate the many poor 
young girls who are driven to applv for 
entrance there. Excert in the fewest 
cases these girls are from the country. 
The-- come to the town in search of work 
and in their ignorant, and in many cases 
in their guileless childhood, thev are to- 
tally unfitted for any work save that 
which may be held out to them in the 
factory. After a life in the country, 
they are frequently physically unable to 
stand the factories or ‘“‘sweater’’ shops. 
They are incapable as servants. They 
must live, they must have clothes, they 
won't go back, and maybe can’t go back 
to the country. Temptation comes, and 
they -fall. It is for such young women 
as these that something must be done, 
and I can think of no better movement 
in this direction than that opporunities 
in industrial training and in domestic 
science be made possible to them. 


“Although there is an. opinion that the 
poor girl of the class that the women 
of Georgia are now trying to reach would 
not consent to become the servant and 
to do the work that comes under the 
head of housework, or domestic service, 
I believe it is a mistaken one. I believe 
that a glimpse into the well regulated 
home life that would come to them in 
domestic service would open a new life 
to them and that every effort should be 
made to try at least the experiment.”’

TALKS OF | 


HIS LATE EUROPEAN VISIT 


J. Lewis Browne, returned to Atlanta 
yesterday after a tour in Europe and 
when asked to give an account of his 
experiences, Mr. Browne answered most 


interestingly: 

“Never in my lHfe have I had a qmore 
enjoyable time of it than on my recent 
European trip. Of course the main ob- 
ject of the journey for me was the re- 
cital thet I had been invited to piay at 
the Royal Academy of St. Cecelia in 
Rome. Naturally, I appreciated the re- 
sponsibility of appearing in so exclusive 
a place in which, so far as JT am aware, 
only two other Americans, Miss Lillian 
Blauvelt and Mr. Clarence Eddy, have 
been heard. My recital occurred on the 
evening of June 30th, in the magnificent 
salle of St. Cecelia before an audience 
fhat. for size, brilliance and distinguished 
musicians present, was quite sufficient to 


awe one. 

“Rut the audience was a critical one, 
it was also one of the most sympathetic 
that it has been my Privilege of playing 
before. Musical Atlanta may possibly care 
to know that one of her number was re- 
ceived with no little enthusiasm by both 
public and press—the latter having been 
particularly kind. 

‘The organ upon which I plaved was 
built by the famous Walcker, of Lud- 
wigs burg, -Bavaria. 

“This concert instrument (large and 
fine) in built well up on one of the walls 
of the hall above the orchestra, but is 
played from the console placed on the 
stage itself. 

“TI met many distinguished musiclans— 
Sgambati, the great composer and pian- 
ist to the court, having been kind to me 
out of the ordinary. It was my privilege 
to dine with this famous LjAszt pupil, to- 
gether with his charming wife and gifted 
son, Dr. Sgambati, twice, and they are 
never-to-be-forgotten occasions. Then 
Commendatore Marchetti, composer of 
‘Ruy Blas’’ and director of the Royal 
Academy, was most charming. He it 
was who wrote the theme upon which I 
extemporized in concluding my pro- 
framme, and the fragment of manuscript 
shail always be a cherished souvenir. The 
Count di San Martino, president of St. 
Cecelia, is a true nobleman in every sense 
of the word. Cultivated, courteous, distin- 
guished in appearance, businesslike yet 
tactful, this gentleman is emirently the 
righ: man in the right place. The atnount 
of gocd that tho Count di San Martino 
has accomplished for the great institu- 
tion could not be estimated. And there's 
more to follow under such a rcgime. 
Others who received me with every court- 
€sy at the Royal academy were Chevallier 
Parasotti and De Santis, the famous the- 
orist. , 

“I shall never forget my morning with 
Perosi, the much-talked-of priest-com- 
poscr. A young man of 27 or 28, the com- 
poser of upward of twenty masses and 
eigtit oratorios, Don Perosi is simple and 
wholly unaffected. Very small and boy- 
ish in appearance is Perosi, but he makes 


up in enthusiasm what may be lacking in 
stature. Perosi played fcr me the entire 
prologue to ‘‘Moses,” his new oratorio 
to be brought out in Milam the coming 
season. The work struck me as being 
very original and rich, while stronger 
thar his previous creations. To sit 
by the young Italian maestro, at the 
plano, as he reads from the full score, is 
a treat, indeed. ° . 

Father Hartmann, the German priest- 
composer, who achieved such remarkable 
success recently in Russia, attended my 
coneert, after which I had the honor of 
an introduction. Very much should I 
have enjoyed remaining in Rome until 
July 29th, for on that day the anniversary 
requiem in memory of King Humbert 
occurred, the music having been compos- 
ed by Sgambati at command of Queen 
Marguerite. I was honored with a spe- 
cial invitation to attend this sublime ser- 
vice in the Pantheon, but other engage- 
ments would not permit. To Dr. Ferrata, 
with whom I traveled to the ‘Eternal 
City,” I am lastingly indebted for much 
kindness received at his hands personally 
and for the courtesies extended by his 
eminence, Cardinal Ferrata, Father An- 
gelo, Commendatore Ferrata (all of the 
one family), Count Coterine,, colonel of 
the Pope’s Noble Guard, Signor Roselli 
and many others. 

Particularly must I mention the hospi- 
tality received from the clergy of the 
Marist churches in Rome and in London. 
In the latter city the Very Rev. Father 
Walters, provincial of England and pastor 
of St. Anne's, Spitalfields, received me 
indeed kindly. An enthusiastic friend 
and admirer of our own Dr. Gunn, he re- 
marked facetiously: “You have a cu- 
rious way of doing things over in Ameri- 
ca: at the urgent request of the powers 
we loaned to you one of the very best 
and strongest men (Dr. Gunn) that we 
possessed, and it seems an impossibility 
to obtain a return of the loan.’”’ I respond- 
ed that if it were any satisfaction to the 
very reverend gentleman to know that 
we hadn't the slightest idea of ever al- 
lowing the much Beloved priest in ques- 
tion beyond our borders for a permanen- 
cy, he was welcome to the information. 
Father Walters himself {8 & strong, 
kindly, learned and attractive man, and 
I took the liberty of telling him that 
America would prove a more congenial 
field than England. In Rome the face of 
the venerable priest, the Very Rev. Fr. 
l@orestier, lighted up with pleasurable 
pride when he referred to his friend and 
former pupil, Dr. Gunn. Indeed, Atlanta 
is fortunate in the possession of such a 
man as the last named who Its so eagerly 
desired in Europe. While my visits to 
Italy, France, Bngland and Switzerland 
caused me every pleasure and no little 
profitable experience, I am nevertheless 
glad to be at home again in Atlanta where 
I shall soon be in harness for my share
